NEW SATELLITE OF SATURN. 


Ptofessor Pickering of Harvard Obser- 
vatory Has Photographs of An- 
i other Planetary Moon.

been @lacovered by Professor William H. 
Pickering dt the Harvard observatory. 

This satellite is three and a half times as 
far from Saturn as Lapetus, the outermost 
satellite hitherto known. The period 18 
abount seventeen months and the magnitude 
fifteen and a half. eo 
Tue satellite appears on four plates taken 
at the Arequipa station, with the Bruce pho- 
tographic telescope. | 

The last discovery among the satellites of 
Saturn was made half a century ago, in 
September, 1848, by Professor George P. 
Bond, at that time director of the Harvard 
Callege Observatory.

In the above Het Manuel, His Lordship,., 
The Kentuckian, The Barrister, Jolly Roger, 
Hapsburg, and the best of the Schorr bunch 

are likely to face the starter. The Memphis

possibly two, will start. These are W. Over- 
ton, Ordnung, Sea Lion, and Albert Swind. 
It will be noticed that John B. Madden has 
two entries. Jolly Roger was entered by 
him, but now belongs to Johnny Vetter, a 
Louisville sporting man, and Madden has 
protested this entry. Hapsburg will likely 
carry Madden's colors. This bay colt by 
Candlemas—Lady Reel is a half-brother to 
Hamburg, the sensational colt Madden sold 
Madden thinks well of 
Hapsburg, and it is the general belief in 
Kentucky that Madden’ expects Ham- 
burg’s half-brother to be as good a colt as 
was his illustrious relative. 

Of course, several others not mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph may start in the 
Derby, but the chances are against this. 
The Barrister is entered in the name of T. H. 
Blackburn & Co., but he really belongs to 
Charles Buschemeyer, a druggist of this 
city, who would rather win the Kentucky 
Derby than fall heir to a fortune. With 
Buschemeyer and Vetter the Derby means 
more than it does to other Kentuckians, for 
their colts lend additional loca! color to the 
race, 

The Barrister showed stake form as a 
2-year-old early last season, but soon grew 
stale, after having been keyed up to a keen 
racing edge for two months. Jolly Roger 
also showed that he was a fine 2-year-old 
last season, and if no mishaps are encoun- 
tered two Louisville colts are sure to contest 
for the prize. 

John W. Schorr & Son will probably send 
either Sea Lion or Ordnung, or both, to rep- 
resent them in this race. T. Burns will ride 
the better of the pair. Ordnung is an un- 
known quantity. Much was expected of him 
last spring, but he went amiss. Sea Lion 
raced through the Western circult last year 
and was a thoroughly serviceable youngster. 
Out of twenty-three races he won eight, was 
three times second, four times third, and 
eight times unplaced. His best work, at last 
accounts, was six furlongs at 1:19, going 


easily. 
Colts Most Fuvored. 

Of the horses that are now being pointed 
for the race Jolly Roger, Sea Lion, Ordnung, 
and The Kentuckian are at Montgomery 
Park, Memphis. The Kentuckian is extreme- 
ly well liked here in Louisville. He is also 
entered in the Crescent City Derby, but some 
doubt is entertained as to The Kentuckian’s 
running in thts race. He is favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby and E. F. Simms, his own- 
cr, is not inclined to take long chances with 
him. If he starts at New Orleans he will 
probably not start in the Tennessee Derby. 
He is not as far advanced in his preparation 
as the others are. Last year The Ken- 
tuckian raced in the highest 2-year-old com- 
pany, Bast and West, and beat as many as 
beat him. He finished fifth in the Futurity, 
after encountering more than his share of 
hard luck. 

Jolly Roger, although more than a useful 
2-year-old, was never considered in the same 
class with The Kentuckian, but he always 
held out promise of developing into a grand 
38-year-old.

The boycott against Chicago is 
for contests between any one of the three 
State schools and the maroons. Outside 
oe in any event was not consid-

It is a peculiar circumstance that the 
present attitude of Illinois towards the Inter- 
collegiate is precisely the same the Inter- 
collegiate took towards the three seceders 
last spring—that individual quarrels should 
not be allowed to break into the associa- 
tion. Illinois has retreated from its posi- 
tion of last spring and has assumed the one 
the association itself then announced. 
Secretary Williston of the association yes- 
terday said: The Graduate Executive com- 
mittee believes the stand taken by Illinois 
is exactly right, and we believe the meet will 
be held and will be successful. We have 
enough good teams, counting upon Illinois, 
Chicago, Northwestern, Minnesota, and 
others to make a good meet. The meeting, 
which has been called to be held within a 
week, is necessary, not for any purpose of 
taking action hostile to Chicago, but for the 
purpose of relieving the Graduate Executive 
committee of the findncial responsibility of 
the meet, unless the circumstances become 
such that its success is beyond question. 
The row last spring put the committee 
in the hole. Something definite in regard to 
arrangements is desired. The Western in- 
tercollegiate officials are not hostile to Chi- 
cago. They have no reason for being antag- 
onistic, and have no desire to mix up in 
quarrels between individual members of the 
association, whose affairs do not concern 
the intercollegiate association as a body. 
The action of the three State universities 
has seriously hurt the intercollegiate. Indi- 
ana has been admitted, but when the an- 
nouncement of the boycott appeared with 
President Clausen’s statement, the Univer- 
sity of South Dakota, which had applied for 
admission, wired me to hold its application 
until it could tell whether the association 
was to be continued or disrupted. Baird of 
Michigan told me Michigan wanted to com- 
pete in the big meet. The intercollegiate as- 
sociation is the only big representative meet, 
so I inferred from his remarks that Michigan 
wanted to compete in the intercollegiaté, 
The two schools, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
have no right to drag their individual quar- 
rels into association affairs to the injury 
of the association and the smaller col- 
legeg which belong to it. I am glad to see 
that Illinois has refused to do so, and we 
heartily approve its course. I hope and be- 
lieve the other two State universities will

CAPTAIN GALBRAITH so TESTIFIES 


FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


‘qaquiry Board Develops a dre Deal 
ot Testimony Condemning Canned 
Reet—Men Preferred Starvation to 
Hating It—Session at Kansas City 
Ended—Percentage of Spoiled? Cans 
High—Commission Will Return to 
Chicago. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Leavenworth, Kas., March 18.—[Special.]} 
Captain Jacob G. Galbraith of the Firet 
“Ynited States Cavalry, stationed at Fort 
nson, Neb., told the Presidential Court 
‘of inquiry, in session tonight at Fort Leav- 
enworth, in its endeavor to learn from reg- 
Aar soldiers the truth or falsehood of the 
charges of General Miles concerning army 
Peet, that he believed he detected the odor 
of drugs on refrigerated beef supplied his 
troop at Santiago. 
observed, he said, an odor new to 
in beef. It was not that of rotten meat, 
Hut ruck me as being that-of drugs. I did 
not then entertain any suspicions that the 
meat had been treated with preservatives, 
put I remembered the smell. I should say 
the odor resembled chloroform.“ 
Continuing his testimony, Captain Gel- 
pralth said that he had made three reports 
do his superior officers relating to the qua- 
ny and quantity of the ration issued during 
the Santiago campaign, the first being writ- 
im upon the only sheet of paper in his pos- 
sion on July 12, while his troop was in the 
arenches. The chief complaint at that time 
is against canned roast beef. 
At Montauk, at the request of regimertal 
„he again described for the benefit 
of higher authorities the unsatisfactory ex- 
nce of his own command and those of 
ts fellow-officers with canned roast beef. 
"Refrigerated beef was the text of his last 
byeport, made a month ago to the Inspector 
Menéral at the request of that official. The 
Captain informed the court that the report 
Mincluded a statement of his opinion that 
the refrigerated beef had been treated in 
gome unusual way. 


Preferred Hunger to Canned Beef. 
Returning to the subject of canned roast 
beef, Capt. Galbraith said he attributed much 
af the sickness of his troops to the unsatis- 
Wactory nature of the ration, the men pre- 
fering to weaken themselves by hunger 
er than eat thé canned roast beef. Some 
mt the sickness, the Captain believed, was 
due directly to the beef, refrigerated and 
canned roast, both of which seemed to dis- 
gurb the stomachs of the men. 
In an army service beginning in 1877, che 
Paptain said he never heard of canned roast 
"Beef as a ration or tasted it until the out- 
break of the last war. Finally, CaptalmGal- 
ann was asked by Major Lee to state 
Whether or not he believed canned roast beef 
was suited to be an army ration. 
shoudl say decidedly,” he answered, 
‘that it was unsuited to be a part of the ra- 
on of troops.“ 
Capiain William Stanton of the Sixth Cav- 
ry, stationed at Fort Leavonworth, who 
0 ed Captain Galbraith to the witness 
mand, stated that he noticed a reddish color 
about the refrigerated beef unusual in his 
Sexperience with the meat, but that he did 
mot then form an opinion as to its cause. 
Whatever suspicions came to his mind later, 
he said, he could not prove. The canned 
rast beef furnished his troop, he said, was 
not eaten when the men could find anything 


Captain W. C. Allen of the Sixteenth In- 
fantry, likewise a Fort Leavenworth regi- 


ment, testified that his men would not eat 
"the canned roast beef when it was first issued 
Yo them, and that they never used it except 
when they had facilities tor serving it in the 
guise of stews. 
Strings, Scraps, and Slime. 

“The eanned roast beef,“ said Captain 
Allen, “consisted of stringy lean meat, 
scraps, and a lot of slime. It was unfit for 
food. After eating it, the men were fre- 
quentiy taken with nausea and vomiting.”’

Manager W. D. Miles of the Armour Pack- 
ing company at the same session said that 
the daily rejection of cans would not aver- 
age over 250 in the entire canned output of 
50,000 cans, corned beef, roast beef, tongue, 
and beans.. Foreman H. L. Antone of the 
canning department, agreed ‘with his su- 
perior on the average and said the rejection, 
even on exceptional days, never reached 
500 cans. 


Cut Down Rejection Average. 


According to the testimony, however, of 
the first witnese today, William Richey, the 
total daily rejection was always less than 
fifty cane a day. Richey was employed in 
the canning department until June 29, 1898, 
when he found the better berth of a police- 
man—through what influence he did not 
state. 

“Iam sure,“ said Richey, : that the aver- 
age of cans thrown out in the packing de- 
partment during a day was always less than 
fifty. The number was not any greater when 
the war contracts were being filled, and I 
did mot notice that any stock was worse or 
better than another. 

Richey was sure, also, that an exceedingly 
small per cent of the cans in the carloads 
condemned and sent back by the government 
were bad. 

None of the Armour witnesses could re- 
member that more than two cars came 
back condemned. They heard each other 


Friday, when he informed the court tha: 
five carloads were turned back upon the 
firm by government officlais at Mobile and 
Jacksonville, to whom it had been consigned. 
Richey was the first to confine his recollec- 
tion to the two-car limit. 

I helped unpack two cars,” he said, *‘ and 
TI was assisted by only one person. I am 
sure ofthat. There was not much bad stock. 
but the spoiled cans were spoiled bad. Many 
of them had burst and thrown their con- 
tents. over other cans and cases. The bad 
cans were taken to the cook-room, where. 1 
Suppose, they were inspected and ordered 
taken to the tank.“ 


Use Special Army Label. 

The further examination of Richey elicited 
the information that the Armour Packing 
company had used labels for its government 
contract meat differing from its commercia! 
labels. 

Foreman Antone, when he was recalled to 
the stand later in the session, said that the 
change did not imply a difference of the 
brand or quality of the meat, but that the 
government specified that the date of can- 
ning should be placed on the labels of all 
cans supplied it after the first rush orders. 
which, the foreman said, were filled, with 
government consent, from commercial stock 
to the extent it wae on hand. 

James Talbot, a packer in the present em- 
ploy of the Armour Packing company, who 
followed Richey to the stand, said that from 
50 to 100 cans of canned roast beef were re- 
jected in a day’s run of the article, amount- 
ing generally, he said, to 300 or 400 cases, an 
equivalent of 3,600 and 4.800 cans. His fig- 
ures, it was estimated by Major Lee, would 
place the daily average of rejection between 
one-thirty-sixth, which means 2 7-9 per cent, 
and one-forty-eighth, 2 1-12 percent. Man- 
ager Miles, in histestimony, claimed that the 
average of rejection was less than half of 
1 per cent on a day's output. 


Differ as to Amount Spoiled. 


Witness Talbot, im contradiction of the po- 
lice officer, said that the two cars of con- 
meat were unloaded by a gang of 
Henry Campbell, also a packer, said that 
from fifty to seventy-five cans of roast beef 
in 6,000 would, he believed, give the average 
of rejection. Not more than seventy cans, 
he was positive, were spoiled im the two cars 
condemned by the army commisearies. He 
helped unlead them after their return to 
Kansas City. 

Gerald Miles, a companion'packer, placed 
his average of canned roast beef thrown out 
in the packing-room at between forty and 
fifty cans on am output of 800 and 400 cases, 
or 3,600 and 4,800 cans. 

A. G. Bowie, packing-room foreman, told 
the court that he did not think the govern- 
ment should have condemned the carloads it 


did. 
I considered,“ he said. that the canned 


In the two cars together there were not more 
than twenty or thirty bad cans, out of a total 
of nearly 7,000. 

„The bad appearance of the car resulted 
partly from the fact that some of the cans 
in the upper tiers had burst, letting their 
contents drip from their own cases down the 
sides of the ones below. The smell of the 
spoiled cans was bad, and all the wooden 
cases dripped upon had to be destroyed. The 
gmell couldm’t be got rid of.“ 

g. L. Couts, a packer in the Armour plant 
last summer, now a fireman in the company’s 
fire department, agreed that few cans were 
rejected in the packing-room. 

Disposal of Rejected Cans. | 


Foreman Antone, when first recalled. was 
asked to tell what became of the beef in 
bursted cans when it was sent back to the 
cookroom. 

„It goes into the tank.“ he said, “‘ but all 
the beef thrown back to the cookroom by 
the inspectors is not bad. In some cans the 
trace of a canning air hole has been seen, 
in others the capping has been poorly done, 
or the seams are threatening to open. These 
cans are opened, and if the meat inside is 
good it is canned again.“ 

Records produced by Foreman Antone 
showed that the canned roast beef con- 
demned at Mobile was received back in 
Kaneas.City on June 14, while the Jackson- 
ville cars reached the plant on July 27. 

In the Mobile cars, Mr. Antone aseerted, 
there were only twenty-eight cans spoiled. | 

When I opened the car,“ he said. 1 
thought all the meat must be affected. The 
etench was bad and the grease from the 
bursted cans had run over all the cases. 
Maggots were crawling about the openings 
of the spoilt cans. An inspection case by 
case, however, showed that the percentage 
of bad beef was small. All the cans each 
contained six pounds of beef. 


Tells of Leakers and “ Stinkers.”’ 


“The Jacksonville shipment thrown back. 
on us was in Worse shape. Out of 12,237 
‘bix-pound cans 276 were either ‘ leakers ’ 
or ‘stinkers.’ The cases had been opened 
and not repacked, the cans being thrown 
into the cars in a heap.”’ 

The foreman’s definition of a leaker was a 
can in which an opening had appeared, but 
the contents of which were not yet decom- 
posed. The naming of the stinker was 
held by the court to be an eJoquent de- 
scription of its qualities. 

The foreman gave a second definition of 
much interest to the court. He told the 
difference between canned boiled beef and 
canned roast beef, both of which are manu- 
factured by the Armour Packing company, 
though Mr. Antone ‘declared none of the 
former was sold the government. . 

Canned roast beet,“ said the foreman, 
i boiled fifteen minutes longer and a 
two degrees greater steam pressure than 
canned boiled beef. The latter article comes 
out lighter in color than the canned roast 
beef. There is no other difference.“ 

The foreman presented some of the daily 
reports made by him to the euperintendent

On Juhe 15 out 
of 3,886 cans put up thirty-five were re- 
ected. 

’ Under cross-examination he said the same 
cans would be overhauled before being 
put in cars and that number rejected 
then was not included in the report. 

The last witness was Frank Hastings of 
the Armour company, who told of his effort 
to have canned bacon made an army ration, 
He denied ever saying that canned bacon 
twould be better than canned roast beef. 


Disclosures Discredit Eagan. 


The disclosure of the Kansas City session 
bly of test interest to the fnvesti- 
gators was that bearing upon the size of the 
cans.

THIRD DEFENDS ITS CAMP. 


Illinois Regiment Insists That Beef 
and Not Bad Sanitation Causes 
Most Sickness. 


Kankakee, III., March 18.—[Special.]—Cap- 
tain Enos Smith of Company L, senior Cap- 
tain of the Third Regiment, said: The New 
York Press article is false from beginning to 
end, and probably emanated from a certain 
brigade commander. The story about the 
road leading from the Third’s camp to Gtay- 
amo highway being a surface sink is a mon- 
strous lie. As officer of the day I visited every 
tent every six days, and there was 20 Far- 
bage or offalabout. Thesanitary conditions 
were as perfect as possible during @ rainy 
season. Sickness in the camp was caused 
by poor rations and by ditching ordered by 
General Grant. When the regiment moved 
to its new camp the sick rate decreased 6) 
per cent, because no ditches were dug, and 
consequently no malaria germs liberated, 
also because the men bought food to replace 
the unfit rations.” All the men here in- 
dorsed Captain Smith’s statement. 

Elgin, III., March 18.—ij Special. }—Members 
of the Third unanimously denounce War- 
den's article as absolutely false, and assert 
that the regiment was mostly on outpost 
duty. Surgeon Starrett says: General 
Brooke chose us at Chickamauga on account 
of our efficiency, and we were constantly at 
the front in Porto Rico, and were selecied 
to lead the line up the Caney hill the day the 
protocol was announced just in time to pre- 
vent a big battle. That does not indicate 
that we were a slovenly regiment. Warden 
never appeared excepling in pleasant 
weather.“ 

Rockford, III., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
local members of the Third Regiment are a 
unit in declaring that a large portion of the 
sickness of its men was caused by unhealthy 
beef and that the remainder was due io 
forced upturning of the sod in the camp, 
by order of General Grant, and objected to 
by Surgeon Shaw, and to climatic conditions. 
They assert with spirit that the criticism 
upon the unsanitary condition of the Third 
Illinois camp is an absolute falsehood. 

Aurora, III., March 18.—[Special.]—Mem- 
bers of the Third Regiment living in Aurora 
laugh at the statements made by Warden 
as to the unsanitary condition of the regi- 
ment's camp in Porto Rico. The camp, they 
say, was on one of the foothills and had the 
approval of the Brigadier General, it not 
selected by him. They were unable to ea: 
the beef to any extent. At every attempt 
from twelve to fifteen men in each company 
would be taken sick. 

Streator, III., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
boys of the Third Regiment in Streator are 
indignant over the charge that the sickness 
in Porto Rico was due to the unsanitary con- 
dition of the camp. They say that sannury 
discipline was rigid, not as much as a scrap 
af paper being allowed on the ground. The 
water supply came from a source in the hills, 
uncontaminated by the sewage of the camp, 
and, except fur the mud caused by frequent 
rains, the camp was fairly healthy. Allow- 
ing for exposure and the conditions in- 
separable from camp life, the boys are a 
unit in declaring the main cause of sickness 
was the bad beef. 

Joliet, III., March 18.—[S8pecial.]—The mem- 
bers of Company B of the old Third Regi- 
ment deny the story that the sickness in 
the Third Regiment was not due to beef 
and said the story contained many false- 
hoods. They say the condition of the camps 
were as good as could be expected consider- 
ing the rainy weather. Chaplain Odell of 
the Third Regiment, when questioned, said 
when hé first reached camp in August there 
was not a man sick in Company B. and only 
about thirty men were sick in the Third 
Regiment. The men were for awhile com- 
pelled to sleep on the ground, and the sick- 
ness increased, owing partly to the exposed 
condition of the camp, which was in the 
foothills, where the rain was continuous. 
Streets were soon made through the camp 
and General Grant said it was one of the 
most orderly and cleanest camps on the 
grounds. 

Ottawa, III., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
story in the New York Press cesuring the 
Third Illinois. Regiment and its officers for 
the unsanitary conditions of the camp while 
in Porto Rico has caused considerable in- 
dignation among the members of the regi- 
ment, who declare it false in every respect. 
Members of the regiment who were in Porto 
Rico say the discipline of the Third Regi- 
ment was better than that of any other 
regiment on the island, the company streets 
and tents being kept in perfect condition, 
and whatever sickness occurred was caused 
by the bad beef and rations and the climate. 

Woodstock, III., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Captain Echleberger, Company G, Third 
Regiment, who went through with his com- 
pany from Springfield to Porto Rico, says 
the article is an infamous falsehood. He 
says Officers of the Third protestéd against 
General Grant’s ofders to dig up the com- 
pany’s streets and grounds throughout the 
entire cdmp. 


Inspection of Shipment for Cuba Shows 
Only Seven Out of 14,000 
Spoiled. 


Atlanta, Ga., March 18.—[Special.]—Four- 
teen thousand cans of beef, a portion of the 
original purchase out of which grew the 
embalmed beef scandal, were loaded on the 
cars in Atlanta yesterday afternoon to be 
shipped to Cuba, where it is to be used by 
the United States army on the island. It 
was currently reported about the city yes- 
terday afternoon that this beef was spoiled 
and that thousands of cans had been hauled 
away and burned. 

The beef had been stored in Atlanta for 
several weeks. It came here from Tampa, 
and it reached Tampa from Savannah. 

When the rooms in which the beef was 
stored were entered there was an odor of 
anything but beef, and it was decided that 
every case would be opened and every can 
examined. Of the 14,000 cans only seven 
were gpolled. Three of the seven cans were. 
— by bad soldering on the tops. The 
remaining four cans spoiled because in nail- 
ing the cases up the nails had penetrated 
the tops and sides of the can.

London, March 18.—The of the mo- 
ment in London is once more Cecil Rhodes, 
who is returning to this city after his in- 
terview with the German Emperor in Berlin. 
| By this striking diplomatic performance 
Rhodes has gone far to retrieve the effects 
et his past mistakes and misfortunes. The 
‘cloud which to a certain extent has hung 
er lam ever since the Jameson raid has 
been dispersing for the last two years, and 
his official recognition by the Emperor may 
be said to have set the seal to his rehabilita- 
tion. j 

The practical and financial results of the 
Berlin interview are less important than the 
moral effects. 

As & matter of fact Rhodes’ colossal proj- 
ect for a trunk line through Africa from 
north to south is not much nearer realization 
than before. The German government is 
understood to have agreed to permit a rall- 
way to pass through the wedge of German 
territory thet is interposed bet ween the Brit- 
ish spheres of influence in northern and 
southern Africa, and Mr. Rhodes will have 
po serious political difficulties to contend 
with when the railway reaches the strip of 
tropical soll that separates Lake Tangan- 
yika from Victoria Nyanza; but the engineer- 
ing and financial difficulties remain, and it 
may take some years to surmount these. 

The patronage of the Emperor does not 
give Mr. Rhodes much real assistance in 
évercoming the formidable obstacles to the 
completion of his enterprise, which at pres- 
ent is only in an initial stage, but negotia- 
tions with the Emperor have definitely re- 
stored the empire builder's prestige in 
south Africa and in Great Britain. It must 
be a blow to the hopes of the Boers, who have 
always attempted to play off German indlu- 
ence against British and it is a sort of public 
retraction of that famous telegram from the 
Kaiser to President Kruger on the morrow 
of the raid—that telegram which angered 


England almost beyond endurance. 


Anxious to Please England. 
Mr; Rhodes has skillfully taken advantage 


of the fact that the Emperor is now feverish- 


ly anxious to be on good terms with the 
English-speaking nationg, whether in Bu- 
We or elgtwhere. He is fully conscious of 
the Buge mistake committed by German 
Giplomacy last spring before the opening of 
the Hispano-American war and is prepared 
to make almost any sacrifices in order to be 


-eadmitted to some kind of loose association 


with the Anglo-Saxon concert. His polite- 
ness to Mr. Rhodes, like his effusive dispatch 
to Mrs. Kipling, testifies to his perception 
of the truth that in the struggle for dominion 
in future outside of Europe those will do 
best who put themselves on the side of the 
British and American peoples. to 


Enhances Rhodes’ Influence. 

In London itself Rhodes’ colloquys in Ber- 
lim are likely to prove of considerable use 
tohim. The great financier and statesman 
has always had an influential following in 
West End society, and the fashionable 
Wer has cherished a belief in him all 
rough his period of eclipse, but the city, 
though it admires him, is not much disposed 
t put money into his enterprises.

London, March 18.—Colonel G. R. Birt, for 
thirty years chairman of the Milwall Dock 
company and one of the most respected fig- 
ures in the City of London, appeared in the 
Mansion House police court yesterday 
charged with. falsifying the dock accounts 
for seven ‘years to the extent of $1,500,000. 
| He formerly was a bright, dapper, semi- 
military looking man, with white hair and 
a beard. Yesterday he seemed listless and 
displayed only the ihintest interest in the 
proceedings. 

Several of his friends were in court, yet 
he never looked at them. He stared ab- 
stractedly at the magistrate, occasionally 
rubbing his hands violently together in a 
painfully nervous manner. While English 
and foreign detectives were scouring the 
highways and byways of the continent for 
him for weeks he was living in a dingy back 
‘room in the north of London, within two 
miles of his former residence, under the 
name of John Dunn. 

He never left his room except once to post 
a letter when he had been there three weeks. 
He was never seen by any one except his 
landlady, although there were several other 
lodgers in the house. ’ 

He spent all the time reading books. He 
never got a newspaper, and left unread the 
one the landlady once gave him. 

His excuse for staying in was that he had 
a weak chest. 

He was in the poorest circumstances all 
the time, the only money he got being a 
postal order for $25, which the landlady 
changed for him. 

How the police ascertained his where- 
abouts is a mystery, but it is believed one 
of the other lodgers must have put them 
on his track. The landlady denies having 
done so, or having even suspected his iden- 
tity. 

When the detectives entered he showed 
no surprise, but instantly rose, put on his 
hat and coat, and accompanied them with- 
out a word, beyond saying: 

es, I am Mr. Birt; I'll go along with 
vou.“

Testing New Flying Machines. 
A practicable flying machine has beer in- 
vented by Dr. Barton of Beckenham, near 
London. Thursday was the first exhibition 
of Barton's air ship, and was witnessed by 
Colonel Yorke, representing the military bal- 
dooning department of Woolwich. The ex- 
perimental machine is only a huge toy, 21 
feet long, dependent on a complicated bam- 
boo arrangement rigged up fore and aft 
with ‘aerophones, the front being a sail and 
the rear a rudder.

LESSONS FROM SANTIAGO. 


ENGLISH EXPERT ON THE DESTRUC- 
TION OF CERVERA’S FLEET. 


‘Captain Orde-Browne Lectures on the 
Naval Battle and Draws the Con- 
clasion That if the Armament of 
the Spanish Ships Had Not Been 
Deficient a Different Result Might 
Have Been Announced—Brooklyn’s 
Part in the Battle. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 
London, March 18—Much the same au- 

dience of military and naval officers as was 

present at Admiral Colomb’s recent address 
cn the naval operations at Santiago assem- 
bled yesterday at the Royal Artillery Insti- 
tution at Woolwich to hear Captain Orde- 

Browne on the artillery lessons of the naval 

battles of Santiago. | 

Browne has less public repute than Co- 
lomb, but a higher authority as an artillery 
expert does not exist in the British army. 
He did notable service as an artillery officer 
in the Crimean War, and ever sigce has ad- 
vised the artillery authorities of the War 
office and Woolwich. 

In the course of his address he said the 
task Admiral Cervera set himself on the 
morning of the 3d of July was exceedingly 
dangerous. Spanish officers regarded it as 
desperate, but, in his judgment, it was not 


‘hopeless, and at the moment some circum- 


stances seemed to favor the attempt. The 
veesels had to move slowly to get through 
the entrance to the harbor safely; once clear 
of the harbor, running the gantlet of the 
American ships ought not to have been an 
impossible task. | 

The Spanish ships had the advantage of 
getting up full steam before the Americans 
knew they were about to leave the harbor. 
Moreaver, half of the American engines were 
uncoupled. Sampson's flagship had gone 
seven miles to the east, and the place of the 
Massachysetts had been eben temporarily 
by the Indiana. 7 

Cervera’s Main Design. 

Cervera’s plan was to break through the 
western end of the line, hoping, doubtless, 
that the Brooklyn would be the only vessel 
he need to come to close quarters with, and 
that the others might not be ready to give 
chase. Unless they were so ready, they 
would immediately by outstripped because 
the speed of the American ships was in- 
ferior to that of the Spanish. 

The Spanish ships, in passing, were to 
deliver their fire into the Brooklyn 80 as 
to cripple it; having done this, they would ke 
free to escape. : 

So far, he said, most naval officers would 
concur with Cervera, but the atempt of 
the Vizcaya to ram the Brooklyn was open 
to serious objections. 

The American battleships were singularly 
deficient in quick fring. guns and in not 
having smokeless powder. 

The artillery interest was centered in the 
part played by the Colon, which at one time 
seemed to have got away witha lead of four 
or five miles. The firing of the American 
warships was remarkably effective. It wasa 
remarkable circumstance that the Spanish 
fire hardly injured the American ships. How

Mately? 
Courage on Both Sides. 


The hits shown on the Brooklyn clearly in- 


@icated that a considerable volume of Span- 
ish fire passed over it, but too high to be of 
use. Too much could not be said of the 


courage and devotion of the officers of both 


fleets. He knew some of them personally, 
and knew there was no lack of courage on 
either side. He knew the Captain of the. 
Colon, and it must have been most dis- 
heartening for him to go to sea with his 
principal guns deficient; with the knowledge 
that they could bark, but couldn’t hit. 

In the light of the prompt action of the 
United States ships it was doubtful whether 
the Vizcaya, Teresa, and Oquendo could 
have escaped. But there is no doubt the 
Colon might if it hadn't hugged the shore. 

There had been a good deal said about the 
shooting of the Americans; he didn’t think 
that reasonable, for it must be remembered 
that within eight minutes after smoke was 
seen moving in the harbor they actually be- 
gan firing. The Oregon had excited most 
admiration; it was mainly a tweive-inch 
Shell going over the Colon that caused that 
vessel to go ashore. 

The part played by the Brooklyn appeared 


to have been magnified by correspondents. 


It was impossible to escape the conclusion 
that it was placed where it would have a 
particular part in the play, and played it 
well. But, naturally, the ship selected for 
the hottest fire would play thé most prom- 
inent part in the battle. 

The Americans did not seem to appre- 
clate the difference between the Colon and 
the other ships, though he knew Admiral 
Sampson was a great authority on armor. 

In conclusion, Captain Orde-Browne said 
his idea was that an order should have 
been given something in these words: “ Be 
sure to distinguish the Colon. It is covered 
with hard-faced six-inch Harveyized armor, 
which can only be penetrated by primary 
guns.“ 

If the Colon had been possessed of its 
primary guns the story of the battle of San- 
tiago might have been quite different. 

J. Joycelyn, R. A., Major Boileau, and 
others shared this view.

Bishop Grant Says Neither France Nor 
Germany May Act as Protector 
to the African Republic. 


London, March 18.—Bishop Grant of Phila- 
delphia has arrived at Liverpool from Li- 
beria. He says that Germany and Frence 
are vigilantly watching the little republic. 
He added: 

“The United States, of course, will do 
everything reasonable to protect Liberia. 
But Liberia’s concessions to foreigners 
might put protection out of the power of 
the United States. 

But if a disaster occurs Liberia certainly 
ought not to have France or Germany as a 
protector. The Liberians naturally favor 
the United States or England if they are 
ever forced to give up their independence.” 


AMERICA AS A NAVAL POWER. 


Lord Wolseley Says Fleets of Great

London, March 18.—The Commander-in- 
Chief, General Lord Wolseley, speaking be- 
fore the Institution of Civil Engineers dur- 
ing the week, made a cordial reference to 
the United States.

HURRYING TROOPS FROM CUBA. 


Volunteers to Be Brought Home Before 
There Is Danger of Yellow — 
Fever Infection. 


dent has become interested in having the 
volunteer troops in Cuba hurried out of the 
istand before there is any danger of infection 
from yellow fever.

It is desirable to have all the troops des- 
tined for Southern landed in the 
United States before April 1, when the quar- 
antine regulations of the South will make 
it difficult to get the men into this country.

LATIN AMERICANS CONFER. 


Plans for Conducting the Bureau Are 
Adopted on Suggestion by Di- 
rector Emory. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—At the invi-

Trust Stocks Juggiled by the 
ers and, as _Veual, the Fublte Is the 
of the Belief That 
‘im Absozption Is Found a Remedy 
for the “Evils” of Competition— 
Status of the Sugar en 
 Fereed Higher. 


ALLAW 
New York. March 18.—[ 
street has had some hysterical goings-on 
during the week past. Sugar trust swung 
upwards thirty points in one day. Other 
stocks did sensational things, though none 
approached the sugar trust squeeze record. 
Attending such exceptional performances 
were crowding rumors, all sensational. 


itself into a sensitiveness where falsehoods 
palpably fabricated have effect. Put a stock 
up two or three points, and any tale that 


true. Nothing is too grotesque to get ac- 
ceptance. People who buy securities on 
representations of the character which have 
been current during recent days are peo- 
ple who a littie later are likely to have rea- 
sons for regret. 

The argument to which Wall street 
has given most attention in its bull cam- 
paign in sugar trust shares.is that finally 
the sugar trust wins a great victory—that 
great victory being the absorption of out- 
side independent competitive refineries. 
This is celebrated in Wall street as an ac- 
complishment of tremendous consequence. 
It is rated as of magnitude beyond aught 
that the sugar trust ever hitherto has 
reached. 

Calm-minded people must regard such 
representations as extraordinary. Substan- 
tlally, it signified what? Just this: the 
sugar trust field has been invaded by out- 
side capital, and that after a trade war the 
outside capitalists surrgnder; that after the 
sugar trust has lost millions of money in 
fighting, it is to take over these outside 
properties and make enormous payments 
for them, either in cash or through the issue 
of new sugar trust securities. 


No Move for the Better. 

If this be progress, if this be good busi- 
ness, if this be the advancement of sugar 
trust interests, odd things Have come to 
pass in the industrial and commercial world. 

The establishment of competitive sugar 
refineries has not added one iota to the 
sugar consuming’ demands of the country. 
No new market has been established, not a 
single new buyer has been attracted. From 
the commercial standpoint the sugar trust, 
no matter how many competitors it may ab- 
sorb, adds not a single pound of sugar to 
its selling jist. Competitors break in upon 
its trade. Those competitors are absorbed 
only to get original trade back. The com- 
petitors may have made no money, may 
even have lost fortunes; but in no way 
or to any extent can it be figured that the 
sugar trust profits, even if it takes every 
such competitor on a bankruptcy basis. 

If the sugar trust is to issue $20,000,000 
to $30,000,000 of new securities in order 
to acquire independent properties—in order 
to regain the trade dominance it formerly 
held—the sugar trust is $20,000,000 to $30,- 
000,000 worse off than it was before that 
dominance had to yield to the competition 
now so expensively eliminated. ‘ 

And whatever the cost of these fnde- 
pendent refineries may have been, that cost 
was small compared to the cost of the risk 
which this absorption invites for the future. 

Money is cheap in these days; it is likely 
to be cheaper, and capital abundant is al- 
ways disposed to be adventurous. If the 
Arbuckles and the Doschers are captured 
by the sugar trust, if the Arbuckles and 
the Doschers are able to dictate favorable 
terms to the sugar trust, the certain and 
prompt sequel to such a deal is bound to 
be that the Arbuckles and the Doschers 
will have successors. To absorb rivals on 
any terms other than the actual bankruptcy 
of those rivals is to make bids for new and 
even greater competition. 


Tobacco Trust Strategy. 
Wall street recently has developed, among 


to become confident of a property’s conse- 
quemce and value if it is able to make any 
‘sort of_a consolidation. This notion became 
‘especially conspicuous in the recent Tobacco 
trust deal, Few sane men believe in tobacco 
trust as an investment proposition. It was 
palpably of record that the stock was un- 
distributed, that the public would not buy 
it, and that a little group of Wall street 
speculators had most of the stuff. 

Those who held ‘it undertook many ma- 
neuvers to get rid of it. Clever, and adroit, 
and industrious; they made sortie after sor- 
tie, but always the final result was thet they 
had to buy all they themselves offered for 
sale. 

No Wall street frost ever surpassed that 
which made everything frigid in the tobacco 
trust quarter. 

But of a sudden came along a happy 
thought. Eminent Wal street operators 
organized an opposition company. They is- 
sued a prospectus, full of war. The tobacco 
trust was about to be exterminated. Gen- 
eral Samuel Thomas and some similar ideal- 
ists were determined to extinguish Grant B. 
Schley and Oliver H. Payne. Mr. Payne and 
Mr. Schley were not devoted to the public 
interest.. The public interest must be con- 
served. 

Wall street listened, and Wall street was 
prepared for tremendous onslaughts upon 
the tobacco trust. And then what came? 
Why, Major Schley, and General Thomas, 
and Colonel Payne shook one another's 
hands, and cut military figures in joyous 
concert. Some trustful speculators are 
credited in Wall street with having, in this 
maneuvering, been caught napping. Tobac- 
‘co trust went up many points. Among in- 
siders all is ‘merriment. The public—the 
Wall street public—has been fooled. 

The tobacco trust is better off because it 
is able to issue some tens of millions of 
new stock to take in a moonshine opposition. 
Not a new penny of earning power produced, 
not a new cent’s worth of value contributed 
but “consolidation,” “a tion,” “ ex. 
termination of competition —on such stuff 
and nonsense.is based millions of dollars of 
advanced market values. Incidentally, this 
— manner of proceedings pends else- 
where.

NAVAL. VOLUNTEERS’ GRATUIT Y. 


Information Furnished by the Depart- 
ment Regarding Collection of 
| Extra Pay. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—The Navy 
department: wishes it known to all of the 
volunteer sailors who served with such 
eredit during the late war and received 
‘shdnGrable discharges that it need not cost 
them more than the price of a two-rcent 
| postage stamp to secure the gratuity, in the 

shape of extra pay, which Congress allotted 
to them in the closing hours of the last ses- 
sion. Many applications have been pouring 
in on the Navigation bureau for information 
as to how the men should proceed to collect 
their money. In reply to these the following 
circular letter is being sent out: 

Washington, D. C.—Sir: Replying to your letter 
requesting information concerning the extra pay 
allowed men and officers of the volunteer navy by 
the last Congress for services rendered during the 
war with Spain, 1 have to inform you that your 
application should be addressed to the Auditor of 
the Navy — department, Wash - 
ngton, Cc ery respect 
2 Chief of Bureau. 

These volunteer cae are, undef the act 
of Congress, entitled to one month’s extra 
pay in case they served within the United 
States, and two months’ extra pay if they 
were in service outside of the United States. 
It will be for the Auditor to draw this line 
of inside and outside, but it is said t the 
Navigation bureau that vessels which served 
in the Cuban and Porto Rican blockade and 
vessels which went to foreign ports will be 
regarded as having been outside of the 
United States, while those which plied up 
and down the co will be held to have been 
within the United States, although, of 
course, outside the three-mile limit. 

The Controller of the Treasury in a decis- 
ion. rendered today holds that men who 
enlisted in volunteer organizations and who 
were afterwards transferred, with or with- 
out their consent, by. proper authority to 
the hospital corps, and who served honestly 
and faithfully, become, for pay purposes, 
members of the hospital corps, enlisted for 
the war only, and as such, on muster out 
and discharge from the service, are enti- 
tled to the extra pay granted by the act of 
March 8, 1899. 

In a former decision the Controller held 
that the act of Jan. 12, 1899, only applied to 
volunteers who were mustered out with 
‘their organizations or afterwards discharged 
if longer held to service. 

The Controller also holds that the act of 
March 8, 1898, applies to enlisted men in 
the regular army who enlisted subsequent 
to the declaration of war for the war only.“ 
as individuals, and if such enlisted men 
served honestly and faithfully grants to 
them the extra pay provided in the act on 
muster out and discharge from the service, 
whether before or after the passage of the 
act, without regard to the muster out and 
discharge of the organization tO which they 
belonged, and decided that the proviso 
grants to enlisted men of volunteer organi- 
zations who have served honestly and faith- 
fully the extra pay provided in the act on 
muster out and discharge from the service, 
whether before or after the passage of the 
act of Jan. 12, 1899, or the act of March 3, 
1899, without regard to the muster out and 
discharge of the organization to which they 
belonged. The Controller says: 

J do not mean to say that soldiers of 
volunteer organizations discharged with 
their organizations, and who have received 
the one or two months’ furlough mentioned 
in the act of Jan. 12, 1899; in lieu of which 
the extra pay was granted, are now enti- 
tled to any additional pay, as I do not think 
they are, either under the act of Jan. 12, 
1899, or the act of March 3, 1899. The ques- 
tion whether said enlisted men, who are dis- 
charged at their own request and for their 
own convenience, are entitled to said extra 
pay is not decided.”

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The lines of the North and West Chicago Street 
railway companies how are being covered by bind- 
ers by local agents until the next quarterly meeting 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ association, which 
will ve in the middle of April. At that time the re- 
quest of the companies for a reduction in rate to 
75 cents will be renewed before the entire associa- 
tion, and in the meantime there will be no attempt 
to lower the rate. This temporary compromise was 
arrived at yesterday by the agents controlling Mr. 
Yerkes’ insurance, and the business was taken on 
the street at the terms they suggested. The ar- 
rangement is that the line shall be bound in the 
Offices subject to the action of the association. If 
at the meeting the agents decline to lower the rate, 
it continuing as at present, Mr. Yerkes may cancel 
and pay the companies at the tariff rate, calculat- 
ing pro-rata. If the association fixes a rate that 
is not acceptable to the companies, they may cancel 
at short rates; and Mr. Yerkes will pay them for 
the time they have carried the insurance. The rate 
fixed by the association will be retroactive, and con- 
sequently apply to the new line which was placed 
yesterday. There was some talk that a petition 
would be circulated demanding that the Executive 
committee give further consideration to the re- 
quest, but that is not now possible under the ar- 
rangement effected with Mr. Yerkes. 

— 

A bill aimed at annezes has become a law 
in Oregon. It provides that when a company pre 
pares to transact business in the State by making’ 
the $50,000 deposit it must file a duplicate of its 
policy head. If it wishes to do business under any 
other name it must make a deposit of $50,000 for 
each title under which it writes policies. The bim 
also contains a provision that s may 
maintain oniy one agent each in the smaller towns 
and two agents in Portland. If they wish any in 
excess of this number a fee of $400) is required for 
each extra agent. 


It ts expected that Myron C. Long will be ad- 
mitted to the Cincinnati Underwriters’ association 
at its next meeting without any further trouble. 
The agents, in view of the stand taken by Mr. 
Long's companies, are not ina position to stand out 
against. his admittance without endangering the 
board. 

Factory Inspector McAbee of Indiana 1s arrang- 
ing to enforce the new law passed by the recent 
Aesembly governing fire escapes and protection 
from fire. It provides that all rooms above the sec- 
ond story of buildings, likely to be crowded, shall 
have some way of escape at each end thereof. 
External doors must open outwards, and the win- 
dows outward or upward. 

Seven suits in admiralty, in which the libels ag - 
gregate almost $75,000, were filed in the United 
States District Court yesterday by Wiley M. Egan, 
W. W. Shaw, Samuel Shaw, and William Shanks, 
owners of the steamer City of Rome. The defend- 
ants named in the several suits are: The Indem- 
nity Mutual Marine Assurance of London, Insur- 
ance of North America of Pihlladelphia, National 
Standard of New York, British and Foreign Marine 
of Liverpool, Greenwich of New York, Detroit Fire 
and Marine, St. Paul Fire and Marine, World Ma- 
rine ef London, and F. W. Marten et al. The 
steamer left Buffalo for Chicago on Dec. 11, and on 
the following day was caught in the ice on Lake 
Erie and sprung a leak.

OFFICIALS OF WESTERN LINES GO 
TO DISCUSS RATES. 


Chiet Executives of Many Companies 
in Chicago Start tor Washington 
to Confer with the Interstate Com- 
mission—Purpose Is te Arrange to 

Maintain’ Taria Agreements—Penn- 
sylvania Read to Expend $1,000,000 
in Tracks. 


The chief executive officers ot the 
roade in this city left yesterday » Westen 
ington to have a conference with the Inter- 
state Commerce commission regarding the 
maintenance of rates in the West. The 
conferences the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission had with the Eastern Presidents a 
few weeks ago have been fraught with ex- 
cellent results. Never before have frei ht 
rates east of Chicago been so well main- 
tained as at present, and passenger rates 
are in fairly good shape. Chaarman Knapp 
of the Interstate Commerce commission be- 
lleves he can persuade the Western Presi- 
dents to coéperate more cordially with the 
A 
conference with the Western officials was 
held in Washington two or three weeks ago, 
but many of the roads were not represented 
and some of those present did not feel in- 
clined to pledge themselves absolutely to 
maintain the rates. Since then some of the 
roads which felt that it was not the duty of 
railroads to act as informers have, it is 
learned, changed their minds and are now 
ready to give the desired pledge to the com- 
mission. Freight rates in the West are tol- 
erably weil maintained, but passenger rates 
are in bad shape, and unless the executive 
officers of the roads take radical measures 
to keep their General Passenger Agents in 
check rates in the West this summer will 
be lower than ever before. 

Great improvements in the physical condi- 
tion of the Western and Southwestern sys- 
tems of the Pennsylvania lincs will be made 
this spring and summer. ‘The double track- 
ing of the Indianapolis division of the Pan 
Handle has been sSiurted. Present plans are 
for the building of eignt miles of track be- 
tween Mounds and Hayden, six miles west of 
Columbus. Theintervening stretch was put in 
some time ago, and the new work is pre- 
paratory to the speedy extension of the new 
trackage further westward, 

On the Fort V"evre the building ot two 
tracks between Avalon and Glenfield begins. 
There are four tracks now in use between 
Allegheny and Avalono, five and nine miles 
long. The intention of the company is not 
to stop the improvements until four tracks 
are avallable between Allegheny and Roches- 
ter, twenty-five miles. The outlay on these 
improvements will approach $1,000,00.

Southern Pacific Cut Rate. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 18.—The South- 
ern Pacific will today inaugurate a reduc- 
tion in west-bound second-class passenger 
rates to conform to the cuts instituted last 
Monday by the Great Northern and later 
by the Canadian Pacific and other trans- 
continental systems. The reduction between 
Chicago and San Francisco amounts to $10, 
$11.25 between New York and San Francisco, 
$7.50 between Missouri River points and San 
Francisco. 


‘Cet Rate to Pacifie Coast. 
St. Paul, Minn., March 18.—[Special.]—A 
rate of $34.50, second class, from St. Paul to 
San Francisco via the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific was announced by the 


Omaha today. Beside making the run in 


thirty-six hours less than the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific, the figures are 
about $7 under the rates of those roads.

The Centml Freight association has fixed the 
minimum weights on carloads of provisions and 
bulk meats at 26,000 pounds, instead of 24,000, as 
formerly.

Chief Examiner Serven Gives 
Important Information 
for Applicants. 


COMING TO CHICAGO. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.— 

Do you want a government office? 

If so, an unusual chance is now 

offered to you. Mr. Ralph Serven, 

chief examiner of the Civil Service 

commission, the man who has practical 

charge of the commission’s examinations in 

all parts of the country, says his examiners 

will hold a general examination in Chicago, 

on March 22 and 23 and April 11. In the 

months directly following Uncle Sam is to 

open e doors to hundreds of brand new 

offices. These will be created by expansion 

of our territorial possessions, which also 

means expansion of labor and investigation 

in nearly all of the government departments 
and bureaus. 

In anticipation of this extraordinary need 
for employés of all classes a large list of ex- 
aminations has Been decided upon. Mr. 
Serven has selected from this list the sub- 
jects to which special attention must just 
now be given. 

The list includes at least fifty different 
positions, ranging from that of skilled labor- 
er to that of specialist in one or more of the 
scientific bureaus. Men, women, and youths 
will be allowed to compete on the days ap- 
pointed. 

„Just now,” sald Mr. Serven, thereisa 
greater demand for good male stenogra- 
phers and typewriters than for any other 
class of employés in the entire civil service, 
This spring we are going to try something 
brand new in our typewriting examinations. 
We want to find as many people as possible 
who can manipulate the new typewriters 
now adapted for writing in books. There 
are a number of new inventions in this line 
and several are being introduced in the de- 
partments. It will be well to master stenog- 
raphy and ordinary typewriting in connec- 
tion with this new accomplishment. 

“On account of the great activity im the 
shipbuilding industry in the navy there is 
just now a great and growing demand for 
ship’s dra@iftemen, also draftsmen for en- 
gines and boilers. The unusually large ap- 
propriations just made for public buildings 
and for river and harbor work have created 
also a great demand for architectural drafts- 
men, civil engineers, and superintendents 
of construction. For the grade of junior 
olvil engineers we have added an optional 
examination in electrical engineering, which, 
however, will be light. We are having calls 
for men who are to some extent both civil 
and electrical engineers. For superintend- 
ents of construction on the new public 
buildings we want men with a number of 
years’ experience in the supervision of the 
construction of large edifices. 

“We have never yet been able to get a 
sufficient number of applicants for inspector- 
ships and assistant inspectorships of trulls 
and boilers for the Bureau of Steamboat 
Inspection. Those who are appointed will 
not only do inspection work but will form 
boards for the licensing of masters, mates, 
engineers, pilots, etc. The examination will 
be purely practical and the salaries will run 
up to $2,000 a year. 

“We also need weather obeervers who 
have a knowledge of meteorology. Indeed, 
the prospects for young men of scientific and 
technical training in almost all specialties 
to enter the government service is excellent. 
We are looking for such applicants with a 
knowledge of chemistry of various kinds, 
botany, physiology, and pathology of veg- 
etables, horticulture, bacteriology, geology, 
entomology, zodlogy, anthropology, physi- 
ology. nutrition of man, rural engineering, 
bridge, culvert, and ditch construction, 
drainage, and irrigation. } 

In the West and South good chances are 
offered those who will qualify in the sub- 
jects pertaining to the general land office, 
such as surveying and topographing drarft- 
ing. Surveyors are also needed for the in- 
creased work of the Geological Survey, the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the topo- 
graphical department of the Postoffice Serv- 
ice. The war has also created an unusual 
demand for expert bookkeepers. I think 

nles. 

It is highly important that applicants for 
this service perfect themselves in the speak- 
and writing of Spanish, and that they be- 
come familiar with Spanish history. The 
Assistant Secretary oft War has already 
ordered that those desiring to practice law 
in Porto Rico and the Philippines must have 
some foundation in Spanish law. It would 
naturally follow that those wishing to take 
high rank in the colonial service should do 
this also. 

It is necessarily presumed that the work 
of a colonial department must be along lines 
of general intelligence, constitutional and in- 
ternational law. Perhaps technical know!l- 
edge of the last two named will not be nec- 
essary. Our new colonies will necessitate 
an increase in the force of the customs serv- 
ice, internal revenue service, postoffice serv- 
ice, federal courts, public land service, and 
all of the surveys. Perhaps an institution 
similar to the Indian office will have to be 
instituted in connection with the Philippine, 
Hawalian, and Cuban native tribes, but the 
Porto Ricans appear to belong to a higher 
plane, which will not necessitate such an in- 
stitution. Of course under the Treasury 
department the work of collecting and dis- 
bursing will be greatly increased. The gov- 
ernment scientific work will also be ex- 
tended.”’

REGISTER DAY AFTER TOMORROW. 
Pay after tomorrow will be the only 


‘pextetration day for the Mayoralty elec- | 


tion next month. No person who failed 
to register last fall, or who did register and 
has moved out of his precinct since then, 
can vote April 4 unless he is properly regis- 
tered next Tuesday. The number of voters 
whose names are not on the books now 
must be large. In the fall of 1896 374,425 
voters registered, all but 20,000 of whom 
voted. The number of names put on the 
books at the ‘genéral registration last fall 
was 320,724 and the number of votes cast 
289,725. The number of voters has in- 
creased during the last two years, so that 
there are over 50,000 persons—over 60,000, 
perhaps—who are entitled to vote, but who 
are not registered. 

These non-registered voters, being nearly 
one-sixth of al] the persons who are legal 
voters, may have the decision of the May- 
oralty contest in their hands. Most of 
them, if they register and go to the polls, 
will vote for Mr. Carter and make his elec- 
tion sure. He is the candidate who best 
represents their ideas of good government. 
If they take no part in the election Mr. 
Carter’s vote will be decreased considera- 
bly. Therefore the Republican Campaign 
committee is working hard to secure a good 
turnout day after tomorrow. 

There should not be any occasion for these 
exertions. Voters should be able to under- 
stand the importance of a Mayoralty and 
an Aldermanic election. They should be 
able to see how much their personal com- 
fort and the security of life and property 
depend on the kind of men chosen to ad- 
minister municipal affairs. This applies to 
those who do not pay taxes as much as to 
those who do. The former as well as the 
latter are entitled to-adequate police and 
fire protection and to protection against 


disease by the enforcement of necessary 


sanitary regulations. Neither class of vot- 
erp can expect to get what they are entitled 
to if they are at their work or at their homes 
on election day. But since so many voters 
will not go to the polls unless they are 
pleaded with and hammered at, campaign 
managers must put forth every effort tq 
get the inert voters to turn out. 

The Harrison Democrats are trying to 
swell the registration for the benefit of 
their candidate. It is alleged that they 
are going to resort to illegitimate as well as 
legitimate methods. The charge is made 
that they have been gathering in all the 
available tramps and bummers of this State 
and of neighboring States and stowing 
them away in lodging-houses, whence they 
will be marched to the registration places 
day after tomorrow to have a put 
on the books. 

The Democrats have resorted to such de- 


vices in the past. Their standard of mo- 


rality is not so much higher than it used to 
be as to make it improbable that they in- 
tend to utilize the services of “ colonists” 
and of repeaters. But if they get in any 
considerable number of fraudulent votes 
it will be the fault of the Republican man- 
agers and workers.“ There is in every 
precinct one Republican clerk and judge. 
In every alternate precinct there are two 
Republican judges. Those judges and 
clerks are selected by the men who have 
made it their business to look after Repub- 


lican interests in the different wards. If 


those officers do what the law under which 
they are appointed requires them to do, 
nearly every case of fraudulent registra- 
tion can be detected and the illegal names 
stricken off. 

It will not do for the.“ workers,” the men 
who have control of the “ organization,” 
and who are supposed to know all the ins 
and outs of practical politics, to volunteer 
the explanation, in case Harrison should 
happen te be elected, that “fraudulent 
votes pulled him through. Phat excuse 
cannot be accepted from party managers 
when there is a law under which, if prop- 
erly enforced, there can be little fraudulent 
voting. Doubtless Republican judges and 
clerks will do their duty this year and there 
will not be much of such voting. It will 
still be necessary, however, for the cam- 
paign managers to use the machinery they 


control to get the non-registered voters to 


register and the registered voters to vote. 
Effective work done in that direction will | 
insure victory. 


ANOTHER HERESY CONTROVERSY. 

A minority of the members of the Con- 
gregational Ministers’ association of this 
city is up in arms over the alleged hetero- 
doxy of the Rev. Dr. Artemas Haynes, 
acting pastor of Plymouth Church since 
the departure of Dr. Gunsaulus to Cen- 
tral Church. The fact of peculiar inter- 
est in the matter is that the case has 
occurred in the Congregational Church. 
While heresy charges and trials in the 
Presbyterian Church have of recent years 
become quite familiar, the Congregational. 
ists, with almost exactly the same creed, 
but with a different system wf church 
government, have gone on the even tenor 
of their way. The liberality in this 
church has been so general that one almost 
imagined anything in the form of Christi- 
anity could be preached from Congrega- 
tional pulpits without creating a heresy 
scandal. The attack upon Dr. Haynes and 
his recent sermon, however, indicates that 
a Congregational heresy trial is not one 
of the impossibilities. -

HOME-COMING OF THE EIGHTH EEGI- 
MENT, | 

The Eighth Regiment was given an ova- 

tion yesterday on its home-coming from 

Cuba. Notwithstanding the dull skies, 


threatening rain, the streets were 
lined with thousands of i specta- 
tors and the famous colored regi- 


ment was given a handsome reception by 
its home friends. The line of march for the 


returning soldiers covered the principal 


down-town streets and everywhere the gal- 
lant regiment was given a patriotic greet- 
ing. 

Notwithstanding its exposure to Cuban 
malaria and climatic conditions more than 
ordinarily trying, the boys of the Eighth 


presented a fine, soldierly appearance, and, 


though they had not done any fighting, they 
looked fit for any duty or peril to which they 
might have been called. The colored sol- 
diers who went up the heights of San Juan 
“like a black whirlwind” demonstrated 
once for all that the colored man is made of 
good fighting material, and no one doubts 
that the Eighth would have given a good 


account of itself had it also been called to 


a baptism of fire. Its willingness and readi- 
ness in responding to the needs of the gov- 
ernment in garrisoning Cuba will always 
be remembered to the credit of the Eighth. 
The appearance of the gallant First Regi- 
ment upon its return to Chicago, ‘as well as 
the stories of the trying climate at Santiago, 
made that post certainly an undesirable one. 


Yet the Bighth eagerly asked for this post 


of honor and danger and gladly braved a 
climate that most soldiers dreaded more 
than Spanish bullets. The regiment did 
good service and no one who remarked its 


soldierly appearance and vigor yesterday 


doubts that it would again gladly take the 
post of danger should occasion demand. 


REGULATING TELEPHONE CHARGES. 

The House has passed by a unanimous 
vote a bill declaring telephone companies 
“common carriers” and regulating their 
charges. Those companies are not to be 
allowed to charge more than $60 a year 
for business and 830 for residence tele- 
phones. At present the Chicagoan who 


has an instrument in his house hag to 


pay at least $125. The ease with which 
this bill has gone through the Lower 
House shows that the Chicago Telephone 
company has not lifted a finger to re- 
tard its progress. Evidently that com- 
pany is not afraid of it. Neither is the 
new telephone company which the Coun- 
cil recently allowed to do business in Chi- 
cago. The terms it promises subscribers, 
though lower than those of the old com- 
pany, are higher than those set forth in 
the bill the House has passed. The new 
company proposes to charge $50 for resi- 
dence telephones. 


If those rates which have met with the 


approval of the House were to be enforced 
the old Chicago Telephone company would 
not have sufficient revenue to cover its 
operating expenses and would have to stop 
doing business. The new company would 
abandon at once the idea of starting ex- 
changes here. Men will not put their 
money into an enterprise which they know 
will be unprofitable and will become in- 
creasingly unprofitable as the volume of 
business increases. 

The telephone people view with uncon- 
cern a measure which if enforced would 
ruin them, because they know that that 
measure, though it should receive the 
vote of every member of the Legislature 


and the signature of the Governor, will 


be knocked in the head by the courts 
whenever an attempt is made to enforce 
it. The courts, while conceding the right 


of the Legislature to regulate telephone 


charges, will inform the General Assem- 
bly that it has not thé power to destroy 
the property of the telephone companies 
under the pretense of regulating their 
charges. The courts will hold that the 
rates prescribed by the Legislature must 
be “reasonable” and that rates such as 
those set forth in the House bill are un- 


reasonable because they are too low. 


The courts will not, while declaring 
the legislative rates unreasonable, at- 
tempt to make rates itself. To do that 
would be to invade the legislative domain. 
The courts will not say that $30 is too 
little, but that $40 or $50 will be about 
right. It will. simply declare the entire 


law invalid, and the attempt to regulate 
telephone charges will come to a sud- 


den end. And then some thoughtless per- 
sons, suffering from telephone exactions, 


will allege that the courts are “on the 
side of. the monopolists.” and berate them 
_for declaring. unconstitutional a law enact-

HELEN GOULD’S NOBLE AOTS. 

The horrors of the Windsor Hotel fire 
ealled forth many an act of bravery and 
of self-sacrifice, but none shinés forth 
with more exemplary clearness than that 
of Miss Helen Gould. Not every heiress 
has a heart of gold, but Miss Gould has 
that same, and she has a level head as 
well. Americans have not forgotten her 
prompt donation of a large sum to the 


government for use in the Spanish war, 


nor have abundant proofs been wanting 
at any time of her genuine charity of 
heart, but in Friday’s horror she showed 


that she could rise to the most appalling 


emergency. 
Before the ambulances had arrived and 


before the majority of spectators had fair- 


ly grasped. the terrible events going on 
before their eyes, Miss Gould had thrown 
open her house as a hospital and was 
ministering to the dying. Though her 


home was momentarily threatened with 


destruction, she neither lost her presence 
of mind nor denied the promptings of her 
tender heart. A natural impulse would 
have been to leave the rescue work to 
others and to save the heirlooms and rich 
treasures of her Fifth avenue homestead. 
Sbe did not forget the family pictures 


and jewels, but she left their rescue to | 


servants and devoted her attention to the 
suffering and mangled human beings be- 
fore her. Neither did she become hysteri- 
cal or faint at the sight oi bloody and 
mangled forms, as many a stronger woman 
might have done. Miss Gould simply act- 
ed the heroine she is. 

One of the first fatalities was that of 
a young woman, Miss Paddock, who 
leaped from the top story of the hotel. 
She fell at the railing of the Gould 
home and was immediately carried in at 
Miss Gould's request. It was this mil- 
lionaire angel of mercy that bent over the 
broken, unconscious form when Miss Pad- 
dock breathed her last a few moments 
later. The mute horror of it all was 


enough to unnerve any one, but Miss Gould 


simply said, We must have aid here,“ 
and telephoned for trained nurses and went 
on doing what she could for the un- 
fortunates that lay moaning and dying 
in her halls, dining-room, and ara 
room.

ties it would have been banished forever 
by the spontaneous nobility of her actions 
in this sudden crisis.

SENATOR HOAR ON LATIN AND GREEK 

Senator Hoar has long been regarded as 
one of the most scholarly men in public life, 
and his brief article on “ Latin and Greek 
in Our Colleges in the Independent will, 
therefore, be read with interest. The 
question of classical study in colleges has 
been discussed pro and con with increasing 
interest during the last half century, and 
is still, apparently, whether in America or 
abroad, as far as ever from final settlement. 
The Massachusetts Senator does not as- 
sume to speak with authority upon the sub- 
ject, or as a specialist in either of the lan- 
guages which have been a constant gage 


of battle in the educational world of late 


years, but his remarks have an important 
bearing, nevertheless, on the question he 
discusses, as they are the result of long ex- 
perience and observafion in public life, and 


not the argument of one who holds a brief: 


for his favorite study. 

The plea of Senator Hoar in favor of 
the study of Latin and Greek in college is 
based upon his experience in public life 
and gives his answer to the problem how we 
are to get “the best men as material for 
our public service.” In discussing this 


‘| question the Senator first admits that all 


countries have had great examples of self- 
educated men. America has had Frank- 
lin, Abraham Lincoln, and others worthy to 
be named in a list in which these properly 
stand at the head. All these men, however, 
he believes, would themselves have agreed 
that they would have been better fitted for 
their work had they had a good college edu- 
cation. They owed their power over the 
people and the confidence their fellow-men 
had in them “ to the experience and knowl- 
edge of human nature and of the character 
of the people that they gained in an early 
life of hardship and poverty ... and 
not specially to their faculty of speaking or 
writing, marvelous as that may have 
been.” 

With due deference to Senator Hoar's 

opinion, his argument on this point is not 
conclusive, in fact may be said, in the cases 


mentioned, even to make against his con- 


clusion. It is at least doubtful whether 
Franklin’s homely wisdom, | 
largely as a result of his early privations 
and struggles and his nearness to the peo- 


ple, would have been quite so unique and | 


original had his mind early been forced in 
the scholastic grooves of the education of 
his day. The same remark might be made, 
with perhaps even greater justness, as re- 
gards Abraham Lincoln. Such great ex- 
ceptions to all ordinary cases can scarcely 
be said to prove anything for or against the 
question of classical study. When nature 
chooses to fashion a great man all questions 
of Latin and Greek or of the learning of 
the schools, are but incidental. Her pro- 
tégé will arrive even though to the end of 
his days he may not know an aorist from 
a logarithm. | 

When Senator Hoar, however, speaks in 
general terms as tochis experience and ob- 
servation of men in public life his remarks 
are entitled to great 9 as in * fol- 
lowing statement:

can universities and colleges. It is a type of man- 


hood which in England, certainly, is improving 


and growing better from generation to generation. 


There is no better study for the American youth 


today than the memoirs of the college-bred men 
whom England has had for her Indian and other 
colonial service, in Parliament, at the bar; and 
in literature, for the last fifty years. We have 
many like examples in this country. I hope we 
may have many more. 


That the study of what are called the hu- 


manities is. valuable, almost necessary, in 


fact, to the production of the type of man 
Senator Hoar has in mind is readily ad- 


mitted, as also the fact that the type is an 


exceedingly good one. Let even in Bng- 
land, with its historic universities and ite 


centuries of weaith and culture, the pro- 


posal to {inquire whether a knowledge of 
Latin and Greek ought to be insisted upon 
for what is called the “ little-go,” or pre- 
liminary examination, was a burning ques- 
tion in education so recently as 1891, when 


the Senate of the University of Cambridge 


rejected the proposal by a majority of 340 
out of a total vote of 710, there being 185 
placets and 525 non-placets. 

Despite this decisive victory for the 
classics, there is still a powerful and in- 
fluemtial minority In England, even among 
the most liberally educated, who believe 
that, while for those who intend to take a 
literary degree of any kind Latin and Greek 
should be essential requirements, the com- 
pulsory knowledge of the two ancient lan- 
guages should not be insisted upon for 
others. The day when a young man of 
average ability can acquire Latin and 
Greek so as té be available for the highest 
liberal culture and also obtain the best 
scientific training and culture while yet 
in the university has passed, even in Eng- 
land. As the Spectator put it at the time 
of the discussion in regard to Greek and 
Latin at Cambridge: “ It seems to us that 
the time has come when even a school edu- 
cation should either be prebminently prac- 
tical, or preéminently scientific, or i: 
eminently literary.“ 

Senator Hoar’s contention, therefore, that 
the classics still furnish the best basis for 
the training of men for public life may be 
admitted, but when he argues against the 
elective system as dooming “ the scholar to 
be shut out forever and forever from the 
literature of Greece and Rome,” the reply 
may well be that all are not to be orators, 
and statesmen, and literary men, and that 
if it is a question of closing the gates of the 
wonderful temple of modern science and 
languages to the average youth, or of for- 
ever shutting out the knowledge of Latin 
and Greek as languages, there can hardly 
be room for question as to which will best 
fit the youth both for “learning and liv- 
ing in this modern age of the world. 


GERMANY’S MEAT INSPECTION BILL. 
Count von Posadowsky, Deputy Imperial 
| Chancellor of Germany, has recently in- 


troduced into the Reichstag a new meat in- 


spection bill that offers some hope on the 


troublesome question of imported meats. 


The short-sighted agrarian policy of prac- 


‘tically barring out all foreign meats has 


at last starved the people and the govern- 


ment of Germany into a realization of the 
‘folly of such a course. 


Germans have come 
to the point where Englishmen were when 


they repealed the obnoxious’ corn laws in 


1846. The result is that American beef and 


“pork are about to have something of a 


chance in Germany, provided the Reichstag 
passes the’ present bill or something like it. 

It cannot be said that the measure now 
under comsideration is a liberal one, but 
it is fairly just, and the severity of 


inspection exacted by it may not be a bad 
of herself and the calm strength wich pec i by y 


thing for American meat products. It will 
give the German consumers absolute faith 
in the American article, for anything that 
can get through such a rigid gantlet of in- 
spection on the German/border will be be- 
yond suspicion. Not that American meats 
are wont to be other than good; but the 
agrarian politicians have so long slandered 
American meats for political ends of their 
own that it will require some time to re- 
move the unjust prejudice thus created. 
The restrictions on foreign meats are still 
excessive, but the domestic restrictions are 
also such as would not be tolerated in the 
United States. Importation is to be per- 
mitted only through certain designated 
custom-houses. Animals must be subjected 


to official inspection both before and after 


their slaughter. The inspection of pork 
must include microscopic examination of 
each carcass for the discovery of trichinz. 
The Bundesrath is empowered to prohibit 
the admission of any meat that cannot be 
proved to be positively harmless—a pro- 
vision that can easily furnish a pretext for 
barring out almost anything if the officials 
so desire. The most vicious provision of 
the bill is the one requiring that all imported 
meats shall be ann labeled as for- 
eign.“ 

As the sale of 1 flesh is to be allowed 
under this bill, it is not strange that a pro- 
vision should require the labeling of horse 
meat by a prominent sign, both in the meat 
shop that sells it and in the hotel or restau- 
rant that uses it. But the attaching of a 


similar restriction to foreign meats seems 


as inimical as it is unnecessary. The evi- 
dent intention is to create more or fess 
prejudice against those who deal in lin- 
ported meats in any way. It is a relic of 
the old agrarian idea of forcing the German 
people to eat none but German meats, and 
of letting them starve when there is not 
enough of the home product to go around. 
There are so many annoying restrictions of 
this sort in Count Posadowsky’s bill that 
it can scarcely fail ultimately to be un- 
popular as a law, but as the German con- 


sumers, like the American exporters, are 


at present in a frame of mind favorable to 
taking what they can get, the bill may be 
temporarily ly acceptable all around.

tee on Industrial Conditions of the General 
federation has been advised to recommend 


women in the solution of the bread and but- 
ter proBiems everything from the reading 
of Herbert Spencer to the establishment of 
communistie settlements. 

„Ot course,” said Mrs. Corinne S. Brown, 
6230 Woodlawn avenue, chairman of the 
committee of the general federation, ‘“‘a 
number of men think that a woman cannot 
possibly have any ideas regarding the solu- 
tion of industrial questions that affect her 
own sex. And so we get advice from all 
quarters, and all sorts of advice. Some of 
it, from well known authorities upon social 
questions, we have sought. Some comes 
from people with earnest convictions tliat 
will not permit them to rest.“ 

The intentions and purposes of the Com- 
mittee on Industrial Conditions, which was 
appointed by the General Federation of 
Woman's Clubs at its biennial meeting in 
Denver last summer, have been outlined in 
THE TRIBUNE. The first step proposed, 
which has been recommended by the com- 
mittee in a circular letter to all the clubs of 


tion, in communications to the clubwomen, 
ts that local industrial committees should be 
formed by the members of the clubs in their 
cities, which shall study local conditions. 
These committees are being appointed, and 
in some cases the State federations have 
appointed similar bodies: In Michigan, 
Ohio, and Indiana the movement is being 
taken up with especial zest. 

In order to present these local committees 
with practical courses of study, in addition 
to what they may be able to gain from in- 
. vestigation, and in order to supplement this 
investigation, the committee bas asked a 
number of sociologists to furnish lists of 
works available for such a purpose. This 
request has been complied with, and with the 
Suggestions from university scholars have 
come opinions and recommendations of free 
lances in the sociological field.

UNIVERSITY AT WASHINGTON. 


Philanthropiste Who Are Net Meth- 

 @@iete Help the Endowment and 
Building Funds — Catholic Young 
Men’s National Convention—Quak- 
ers and the Czar—Missionary Items 
—Sunday School Union Preparing to 
Celebrate Its 75th Anniversary. 


Philanthropists who are not Methodists 
are helping along the endowment and build- 
ing funds of the American University at 
Washington. There has been formed an 
Endowment Alliance, and all money raised 


by it is to be reckoned in the $20,000,000 


twentieth century 
Methodists. ; 
Henry Ives Cobb has drawn plans for the 
College of Government, which is to cost 
$150,000, and which is to be built by resi- 
dents of Ohfo. Residents of Pennsylvania 
have raised $50,000 toward the erection of 
the Hall of Administration, which is to 
cost $200,000. Other States are consider- 
ing the erection of additional buildings, in- 
cluding the ones for Comparative Religion, 
Colleges of Science, Language, Literature, 
and Philosophy. States in which the move- 
ment to undertake the cost of these in- 
dividual buildings is being considered are 
Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, and New York. 
In West Virginia a beginning has been made 
on a professorship endowment of $100,000.

proposed university is for post-graduate 
students only, and will represent an outlay 
of $10,000,000. 


Representatives of the Catholic Young 
Men's National union from Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago, Boston, Albany, and 
Buffalo recently met and fixed on Newark 
&s the place and July 11 and 12 as the time 
for the next convention of that body, which 
now has an approximate membership of 
50,000, embracing most of the societies for 
Catholic young men in the United States. 
Additional interest attaches to this meeting 
from its being the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the union’s organization. It was started 
in Newark, and it returns there to celebrate 
its silver jubilee. For its program the union 
assigns subjects, not to individuals, but to 
dioceses, arid permits members of the union 
in those dioceses to select author and 
speaker. 

The topics for this year are: The Church 
in Our New Territories,” by a delegate from 
the archdiocese of New York; *‘ The Church 
of the Twentieth Century,” by a delegate 
from the archdiocese of Philadelphia; The 
Church and Charity—a Field for Young 
Men,” by a delegate’ from the archdiocese 
of Boston; “ The Church and Its Influence,” 
by a delegate from the archdiocese of Bal- 
timore; and The Catholic in Public Lite,“ 


“by a delegate from the diocese of Newark. 


Part of the work of the Nationa! union is 
to furnish the army and navy with Catholic 
literature. For this purpose there exists a 
standing committee called the Army and 
Navy Catholic Literature committee. The 
officers serving on this committee are resi- 
dents of the larger cities of the country. 

Quakers, who usually hold their yearly 
meetings, bodies which correspond to the 
General Assembly among Presbyterians, in 
April and May, will make mention this year 
of the Czar of Russla's disarmament scheme 
and express the hope that tangible results 
may grow out of the proposed conference. 
Quakers, especially those of the stricter 
variety in the East, are much exercised oyer 
our national attitude in the Philippines, and 
some of them are more than likely at the 
approaching yearly meetings to enter strong 
minutes against the so-called imperial pol- 
icy. As a leading Friend puts it: The war 
of last year and the existing tendencies to 
militarism have made the most serious sub- 
ject prebably in the minds of our people, and 
the slaughter of the people around Manila 
in their own homes and in defance of the 
principles of our government is a painful 
subject.“ 

‘Among Hicksite Friends a late day popular 
feature is a conference, partly educational 
and partly. religious. It met in Richmond, 
Ind., last year, and meets again in 1900 at 
Chautauqua, when it is already announced 
that some important changes will be made 
in the general outline of the meetings. 

The American Baptist Missionary union, 
foreign society of the Baptists North, has 
started a committee of investigation on the 
needs of the Philippine field, intending to 
take up mission work there as soon as in- 
formation how best to go about it can be 
obtained. Some time since the union lost 
its senior secretary by death. The Rev. Dr. 
Henry M. King of Providence was elected to 
the vacancy, but he has now declined the 
office, and arrangements have been made for 
the junior secretary, the Rev. Dr. Henry C.

They 
are opening schools at every point. They 
do not contemplate work in either Porto Ri 
or the Philippines,

The American Sunday School union is 
making extensive preparations to.celebrate 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of its organi- 
zation. It is to hold in its home city, Phil- 
adelphia, a mass meeting which President 
McKinley has promised to attend, and to 
which church workers of prominence in all 
religious bodies are to be invited. Some ot 
the things which it will celebrate are the 
organization of more than 100,000 Sunday 
schools, in which there were above 600,000 
teachers and almost 5,000,000 pupils. Out ot 
these schools there have grown above 7,000 
churches, some of them among the strongest 
in the whole country. The value of the 
Sunday School Helps which the union has 
distributed exceeds $9,000,000. And the union 
is more wide awake today than ever before 
in its history, and is organizing on an aver- 
age almost five new Sunday schools foi

Conditions Surrounding the Exchange 
2 Lease of Property—Transfers 
im Other Leading Cities Compared 
with Chicago Volame—Sales Closed 
and Reported Daring the Week— 
Buildings Projected In and About 
the City—Saturday’s Transfers. 


The real estate market is dragging in an 
almost unprecedented way for this season |. 
of the year. The last two weeks have been 
uncommonly dull in the general market, 
some of the brokers uniting in the statement 
that not for several years has it been so dim- 
cult to close trensactions. 

By most of the agents the lethargy is at - 
tributed to the unpleasant weather. This 
has a strong influence on real estate deals. 
Brokers say that on dreary days capitalists 
wiil not listen to real estate propositions, 
and think that with better weather the mar- | 
ket should improve. 

In this connection agents note a scarcity 
of secure income paying investments. Any 
number of properties are on the market, but 
many do not return a good interest on the 
sum invested, and others are being conduct- 
ed by the owners at a net loss. This condi- 
tion applies particularly to down-town 

roperty. Holdings in the business center, 

wever, are acquiring greater stability in 
values, La Salle street being one of the lo- 
 ealities that have improved in this respect. 


Feature in the Loan Market. 


The loan market presented one unusual 
feature last week in a 5 per cent loan on 
south Chicago acre property. The loan, of 
course, is well secured by a large margin. 
Another. loan, with prepayment privileges, 
was made on an adjoining acre tract at 6 
per cent. It is stated that rates on loans 
have gone down in South Chicago following 
4 the reductions made in districts nearer the 
q business center. A prominent real estate 
4 man, discussing the loan market last weeR, 
_ said that cheap money is not an indication 
| of a healthful market, and that when real 
estate improves interest rates will be higher. 
One of the banks has recently offered money 
at 5 per cent on residences, demanding, of 
course, a wide margin of security. 

Agents are not willing to hazard altogether 
Nopeful estimates of the spring market. In 
some favored locations rents will probably 
be better, but in others there will be little, if 
any, appreciable change. The office renting 
has been brisk. Rents in La Salle street 
buildings, except the extreme north end, are 
holding firm. The quarters of the Bank of 
Commerce in the Woman’s Temple have 
been leased to two firms of brokers.

The estate of Edwin H. Sheldon, which 
owns the property at 207 to 211 Jackson 
boulevard, will construct a new building at 
once on the site of the burnedone.

It ie curious at this remote day to read, 
after the universal dean of critics, his first

18590. The following brief extracts are made 


from the chronicle to illustrate how well 
grounded in Sarcey, at that early period in 
his career, were the principles of dramatic 
criticism: 
There was played Thursday at the Gymnase 
„An Angel of Charity,“ a versified comedy in 
three acts by M. Ernest Serret. This title 
smells like balm, giving forth the odor of mor- 
ality. It Cannot. deceive, for the new comedy 
is a piece of virtuous affectation. There mee 
been always in France men who imagined sePi- 
ously that drarhatic art ie a religion, the theater 

a temple, and comedy a sermon. 

After having analyzed the play, which 
was shown to be vulgarly commonplace, the 
nascent critic concluded: 

Our generation is grave and melancholy. It 

stands more in need of being cheered up than 

of being preached to. Seriousness and morality | 
are everywhere (it should be remembered that 


where the little Vag- of Tannesville now 
nestles in the hills, close to the trowning 
cliffs of Poeono’s eastern end, on until the 
depths of Still Water were reached.

Edward Marshall wisely, as it will seem 
to those who know the region, chose his 
500 ares of land from the Delaware River 
region comprised within Tinicum Township, 
‘Bucks County, Which lies nearly opposite 
Frénchtown, N. J., and about thirty-two 
miles above the City of Trenton. There, on 
Marshalls Island, a beautiful «wooded 
stretch in the Delaware, opposite the little 
hamlet of Hrwinna, Pa., Marshall lived and 
died. 
Though Yedtes survived his éfforts for 
first place on this memorable tramp but 
three days, and Jennings was never after a 
well man and died in a few years, Marshall 
lived to thé age of 90 years, having been 
the father of twenty-three children by two 
wives.

the publication of the foregoing the sesthet- 
les of Sarcey have undergone no perceptible 
change. The collection of his chronicles 


preserved in his own library, filling twenty- 
four volumes, is the most complete history 
extant of the French theater for nearly half 
a century. 

“This series of articles represdmts only a 
small part of the sum of Sarcey’s. produd- 
tions. In 1867 he had left the Opinion Na- 
ttonale to accept the post on the Temps, 
which he has held ever since. The French 
newspapers to which he has been a paid 
eontributor are not less than a hundred in 
number. For a long period he edited the 
Journal Litteraire, and was a conspicu- 
ous essayist inf. Le XIX. Siécle. At the 
end of a year, after having arranged for 
his weekly chronicle in the Gaulois, he 
had so completely eclipsed his confréres in 
the field of criticism that his compensation 
was increased for this servicé alone to $600 
a month. At this point began the meking 
of the splendid fortune which has been won 


by his pen.

Whe n the Nineteenth Century appeared in

Many Have Been Injured in Milwaukee 
the Recent Cold Snap—How to 
Heal the Wound. 


. A leading Milwaukee floriet says that this 
winter, with its almost unseasonable and 
prolonged cold snap, has been more than 
usually severe on the trees, and that com- 
plaints come in from ail sides about trecs 
cracking open. They do this every winter, 
as the number of cracked trees one sees in 
the woods aitest, but the recent cold was so 
prolonged that it caused more trouble than 
usual. As some of the trees that have split 
open are lawn decorations it has caused « 
good deal of concern. Trees that have been 
thus unfortunate are not permanently in- 
jured, he says, or, at least, they may be so 
treated as to be practically restored to their 
former state. 

“The cracking of a tree doesn’t retard its 
growth,“ he said yesterday, as the grow- 
ing part is inside the bark. The trunk of the 
tree keeps increasing as the tree grows older, 
and 1s at the best little more than a support 
to the growing part aboye. Ifa cracked tree 
is left exposed, however, decay is sure to set 
in and as the tree continues to grow and get 
heavier, it is liable to collapse sooner or later 
in a wind and thunder storm. Where the 
tree is of good size it is best to bore a hole 
through to admit a bolt and to bring it to- 
gether by screwing up the nut as tightly as 
possible; then put in grafting wax where the 
wound comes together to make it weather 
proof. Putting a band around the tree serves 
for a short time, but as the tree grows this 
tight band becomes injurious. In the case 
of small trees the crack can be simply filled

1871 Sarcey took one of the most impor- 
tagt places on its staff at the side of his 
old friend, Edmond About. The one alleged 
FTistake of his surprising career is charged 
against him during this period, for he made 
war on religion with a bitterness and vio- 
lence of which no one suspected he was 
capable. It was the saying of the time that 
Sarcey devoured a priest every day, and 
that ration did not satisfy him. Sarcey 
was sincere enough. He was of the school 
of republicans, now’ grown conservative 
with the Increasing stability of the repub- 
lic, whose redemption was thought to de- 
pend on the uprooting of the religious es- 
tablishment and the utter discrediting of 
the royalists, — 

For the last twelve years Sarcey has 
treated religion and politics only spasmod- 
feally and with moderation. Literature, 
the actualities of life, and abuses suffice 
as subjects for those chronicles he writes 
outside his regular and special articles on 
the theater. 

At his present age of 70 years, Sarcey 
faces a task weekly that few writers in the 
prime of life would undertake, and he per- 
forms it with a youthful enthusiasm and 
literary finish none could equal. A French 
feullieton or chronicle runs from 1,500 to 
8,000 words... Besides the specialist treatises 
prepared by him and the bookmaking he 
keeps up as a side employment, he fur- 
nishes four large batches of chronicle copy 
every week to the XIX. Siécle, the 
Matin, the Depeche de Toulouse, the 
Tempe, and half a dozen provincial pa- 
pers. In addition he writes Grains of 
Good Sense for Figaro, and the Fagots,” 
signed “ Sganarelle,”’ in the Temps. 

. Barcey’e constant good health and ca- 
pacity are phenomenal. As may be imag- 
.ined—and is the characteristic of the typ- 
ical French writer—Sarcey arises at an 


writing for the day before breakfast or 
noontime. Unlike the scientist Chevreuil, 
who wrote in bed until breakfast time and 
tol ted no visitors while thus engaged, 
Sarctey’s good nature opens the door to 
morning callers, who often come in such 
pumbers as to waste the forenoon for him. 
He is a tireless reader, beginning on the 
daily papers at 7 o’clock in the morning and 
ending on the page of some classic before 
retiring at night. | > | 

The volume of his personal correspond- 
ence is incredible, and that he sustaine it 


| so assiduously is best explained by the fact 


that it affords him many subjects and 
original suggestions for chronicles. Any 
communication upon which-he bases a 
chronicle he flatters the author of it by per- 
fecting it with ornaments of epigram and 
antithesis, and then signing the name of 
the correspondent.

Private Smith of South Da- 
kota, Wounded, Kills 
Io Filipinos. 


HAILED AS A HERO. 


Cowardly Attempt to Assassi- 

nate One of the Defend, 
ers of Manila. 


BY OTIS. 


10UX FALLS, S. D., March 16.— 
Among the gallant United States sol- 
diers now upholding the honor of 
their country at Manila who have 
performed deeds which will win for 
them the coveted medal of honor is Thomas 
Smith, a private of Company E. South Da- 
kota Volunteers. To him was also accord- 
ed the honor of being personally congratu- 
lated by General Otis. 

In an encounter with two Filipinos who 
Wugnt to assassinate him while on picket 
duty, Smith, after being badly wounded, 
shot and instantly killed one of his assail- 
ants and wounded the other so severely tha 
he died a short time later. 5 

Sergeant Ricker, Corporal Wheeler, and 
three privates, among them Private Smith, 
were assigned to outpost duty at Block- 
‘house No. 2, north of Manila. At 6:30 in the 
evening Private Smith went on picket duty. 
His beat was one of the most dangerous 
patrolled by American soldiers, passing 
along a narrow road thickly fringed with 
trees and bamboo thickets. -Shortly after 
7 o'clock, the sun having set, Private Smith

T last the secret of the bird's flight 
has been discovered, it is claimed, 
News comes from the land of the 
boomerang that Hargrave, the King 
of kite flyers, has found that the cup 


Shape ot the under side of the bird's wing 


causes an air vortex to form in flight and 
propel the bird against the Wind in long 
sustained soaring, says the New York Her- 
ald 


In other words, the thick part of the wing 
acts on the air like on obstruction ina 


Stream, like a dam in a river, causing a 


whirlpool below which reversely rolls per- 
tually against the barrier. This principle 
he applies to kites and flying machines. His 
experimental apparatus, simply ballasted 
ith lead, ascended against the wind. It 
expected that with a man taking th place 
ot this ballast in a suitable machine he will 


be able to soar aloft against a gale. The 
principle applied by Hargrave is everywhere 
Manifested in nature. 


It is a singular fact in regard to these 
ulyins machines that the greater the wind the 
breaker the speed directly in the teeth of 
he wind. According to Hargrave’s experi- 
ments, one of his machines well ballasted 


would soar aloft simply by the force of the 


wind reversed against it. 


This is an extraordinary statement to 
make, and if Mr. Hargrave's experiments 
continue to sustain his previous experiments 
@ new era in the art of navigating the air 
has arrived. 

Hargrave says: I have noticed that soar- 
ing is easier in a wind velocity that is in- 
creasing than when it is decreasing. I at- 
tribute this to the volumes of air of high 
density and velocity driving in under vol- 
umes of lower density and velocity. The 


-eontiguous surfaces will then cause eddies 
in the combined mass rotating in the same 


direction that the soaring vortex does. That 
is, the upper part of the eddy moving to 
windward and the lower part leeward, one 
of these would be more readily caught and 
held by the propeller than when the contrary 
Conditions prevailed.

As an inventor of flying machines and 
tes he is probably the most famous man in 
the world today, being only strpassed in 
achievement by Langley at Washington, 
— og machine made a flight of over halfa 
mile. 
I have just received from Hargrave his 
paper read before the Royal Society of New 
South Wales in 1898, with fourteen diagrams 
and photographs, announcing the first flight 
of a soaring machine, which is unlike a kite 
in that it is detached from the earth, which 
is unlike other flying machines in that no 
impulse is required to start it, and which 


rises into the air without a motor and with- 
gut rarefied air and gas lifting power such as 


is used in balloons. 

“The greatness of this discovery is ob- 
vious, because he makes an aeroplane or 
soaring machine rise in the air automatical- 
ly, or, in other words, a kite is made to fly 
without a string, without receding before 
the wind, and in fact is made to rise and 
float upward and against the wind at the 
steep angle of 70 to 80 degrees. 

At first glance this seems impossible, like 
the Roentgen or X ray, which was, however, 
preceded by electric effects produced by 
Herts s esting that electricity paid little 
heed to the density of matter. In the same 

y there were inklings of this discovery, 
but nothing really well done or well sub- 
stantiated. 

** Hargrave’s was almost antici- 
pated by Liliénthal in Berlin, and by Lan- 
caster in Florida. In fact, Chanute had an- 
nounced as early as 1893 in reference to 
Lancaster’s claim that his aeroplane rose 
upward and against the wind, that ‘the 
soaring birds are daily performing this feat, 
and apparently in horizontal winds.’

In 1892 Professor Carl E. Myers had an- 
nounced that one of his kites, tested in Tex- 
as about the time of the rain-making ex- 
periments, had broken its Mne and floated 


away and upward to a great height. 


„The kite reeeded with the wind, and 


leaves open the question of flying upward ‘ 


with the wind ag well as against it. In fact, 
Myers’ detached kite may have floated up- 
ward and away owing to upward trend 
of heated air over the arid burning plains 
of Texas. 

‘“* Meantime, Lilienth made a number 
of long sailing fliguts of 1,500 feet or more 
without a motor, suspended below what was 
practically a huge detathed kite, and mov- 
ing always against the wind with a down- 
ward siant. 

„ During many of his flights, beginning at 
a hilitop, he was greatly annoyed, endan- 

and afterward killed by having his 

speed in the @ir Slackened, while at the 
same time he Was lifted upward one or two 
hundred feet as he was moving forward 
against the wind. This was a dangerous 
situation for him, beeause there was a pres- 
sure back of the leading edge of the machine 
which developed 4 tendency to pitch him

would enable the weight used to keep the 
machine at the right angle, or that the 
weight must automatically adjust the angle 
as the wind increased, causing the machine 
to go om upward. 

„The small model which made the ascen- 


sion had an area of little more than two 


square feet and weighed a little over two 
pounds, Its surface was carved out of wood, 
neither metal, steamed wood, nor vulcanite 
rubber preserving an accurate curve. The 
weight seems heavy for so small a surface 
to lift, but Taylor's experiments with the 
bird’s -wings verify it and show that there 
is probably no mistake. 

“The flight of a scrap of paper to a great 
height before an increasing wind, often ob- 
served above the high buildings of a great 
city, is an Illustration of the lifting force of 
the wind, but in such ascensions the paper 
goes steeply up to à great height, and as 
perpendicularly descends a short distance 
away, while in case of this soaring machine 
the direction of flight is against the wind. 

“Tt is like a boomerang which when 
thrown with the wind returns against the 


wind, all the while whirling with great 
velocity. If the air rotates instead of the 


boomerang, then the boomerang will be 
guided by the air, provided there is a vortex 
creating concavity in the boomerang. 


— 

“It is obvious from the first flight of this 
vortex machine that with larger machines 
and improved power to swiftly adjust the 
counter weights with increasing wind veloc- 
ity a man can be lifted in this way toa 
height to be determined by experiment, 
without starting from a height and without 
an initial jump or propelling motion for get- 
ting under way. 

*“ Hargrave admits that with power to ad- 
just the weight or change its position, or the 
position of any part Of the suspended weight 
or man, the increasing wind would lift the 
man to greater and greater heights. I be- 
lieve than an aeroplane of fifty feet in diam- 
eter should be employed for man lifting. A 
balancing pole, such as was used by Blondin 
at Niagara in walking the tightrope, would 
enable the man.in the chair suspended be- 
low the vortex machine to so change his 
angle of flight that he could rise indefinitely 
by adapting himself to wind changes: A 
slight shifting of weight fore or aft would 


be sefficient. Rudder cords can be easily at- 


tached. enabling the suspended man to guide 
his flight.

This is not theoretical, because Lilienthal 
repeatedly changed the angle of his flight by 
simply leaning forward and backward. The

Mrs. Ritchie’s sister-in-law, who, as a 
child, visited Palace Green when Thackeray 
was writing Denis Duval,“ has written 
some of her recolfectione of that time: 

Out of my girlish remembrance of visits at 
Palace Green, she writes, the impression made 
by the creation of Denis Duval remains ex- 
traordinarily clear. It was in the summer of 
1868, and I believe that Mr. Tha was just 
then happy, finding himself once more after a 
long interval in the full vein of historical ro- 
mance. But I knew nothing of this at the time, 
only that the atmosphere of Denis Duval per- 
meated everything. The beautiful red house 
shaded by tall elms, on Palace Green; the bits of 
antique plate, china, and furnituge collected by 
Mr. Thackeray, when it was.easier than it is now 
to make genuine last century purchases, ‘‘ brand 
new and intensely old,“ as he wo describe 
geome Louls XVI. clock or st brought 
home—all these old world things seemed to me a 
part of the spell. The story progressed day by day, 
and reached us through his talk with his daugh- 
ters, and with my sister and myself, whose father 
he had loved. The great world of London came and 
went past the quiet green precincts, and he went 
to the great world or came from it. It was the 
July season, and Mr. Thackeray's constant pres- 
ence among a small band of his own and his 
daughters’ friends—Mr. and Mrs. Collins, Herman 
Merivale and his sister, Mrs. Williams Freeman, 
Frederick Walker, and others—left an indescrib- 
. full impression. But every day one received 

clearer idea of the jaborious daily task; the 
initiation behind the scenes into the del htful 
story which was coming into being was full not 
only of wonder and charm but of the serious as- 
pect of work in — house. 


Fortunately for Thackeray, he lived before 
the days when authors and other public 
men were supposed to live in glass houses. 
‘He had some privacy. I can imagine how 
he would have resented any publicity for 
his private affairs. He could not even get 
accustomed to the number, of people who 
bowed to him whom he did not recognize. 

‘“‘Except,”’ says Mrs. Ritchie, for the spon- 
taneous expression of regard from his read- 
ers, my father never received any of those 
other recognitions or marks of favor which 
are more common now than they were then. 
The benchers of the Middle Temple sent him 
a message a few days before he died, which 
pleased him, that they were about to elect 
him a bencher, but his name was never 
actually on the list.“ | 

Several years before he died Thackeray 
wrote beautifully of death in a letter to Mrs. 
Procter: 

Thinking of it is thinking of God inscrutable, 
immeasurable, endless, nningless, supreme, aw- 
fully solitary. Little children step off this earth 
into the infinite and we tear our hearts out over 
their sweet cold hands and smiling faces, that drop 
indifferent when you cease holding them, and smile 
as the ld is closing over them. I don’t think we 
deplore the old who have had h of living and 
striving and have buried so many others, and must 
be weary of iving—it seems time for them to go— 
for where's the pleasure of staying when the feast 
is over, and the flowers withered, and the guests 
gone? Isn't it better to blow the light out than sit 
on among the b meats and collapsed jellies 
and vapid heeltaps?

LEGISLATION 
OF “CRANKS.” 


Weird Bills Introduced by 
Lawmakers of Oklahoma 
and Wisconsin. 


‘TIGHT LACING TO GO. 


EARLY every State Legislature in 
this part of the country is tm the 
throes of its biennial session. Most 
of the Assemblies have succeeded in 

- giving birth to new United States 
Senators, and now come mutterings of re- 
ports of the ugual crop of efforts to pass 
weird bills annihilating personal rights or 
making laws out of physical impossibilities. 

This year there has so far been no repeti- 
tion of the effort to square the circle, reduce 
the diameter, or reform any of the sciences. 
Wisconsin, North Dakota, and Oklahoma 
have taken the lead in progress, for in their 
Assemblies all of the great reformatory 
measures of the season have been intro- 
duced. 

At the present time honors for first place 
are pretty evenly divided between Repre- 
sentative Jones of the Oklahoma Ter- 
ritorial Legislature and Senator Dag 

ett of the Wisconsin General Assem- 

ly. The latter has shown strong in- 
clinations to crawfish and abandon his pro- 
posed reform, so, perhaps, the first place 
wreath of honor should adorn the brew ef 
Jones of Oklahoma. 

Representative Jones has introduced a 
unique bill in the Lower House at the cap- 
ital, and all of Guthrie is agitated to the 
core over the crusade which Mr. Jones pro- 
poses to inaugurate.

The birds would be waved towards each 
other, and, after they had taken a few pre- 
liminary pecks and fully demonstrated that 
they understood what they were there for, 
set down on the floor of the pit and the battle 

The Porto Ricans watched each battle with 
fearful intensity. They would cheer every 
move of their favorites, and when the battle 
was finally decided and one rooster was 
vainly endeavoring to escape while the 
other triumphantly pursued, the cheers of 
victory were only balanced by the walls of 
the defeated and the sad notes of the native 
band, 

Cockfighting has been stopped by the 
American military authorities in Cuba, but 
in Porto Rico General Henry announced it 
his intention not to interfere with long estab- 
lished national custome, and he permits the 
cockfights to go on as usual, as it Is better 
that the people should be watching two 
roosters chase each other around a sixteen- 
foot ring than to be sitting in the back part 
of a café plotting an insurrection. 

When the last fight was over the crowd 
filed out of thé building and refreshed itself 
with large libations of maybi,”’ the native 
beer, which is peddied around in carts, and is 
a sweet tasting, sticky sort of mixture that 
is greatly relished by the Porto Ricans, 
although most of the Americans who tried 
it. agreed with the undertaker from Maine 
that it tasted something like embalming 
fluid, touched up with molasses and coffin 
varnish. ‘ 

The hotels in Ponce are not all that they 
should be. There is a good opening for some- 
body from the States who has enough cap- 
ital: to put up a good building, and who 
knows the right way of. conducting a 
hostelry. The best hotel in Ponce is con- 
ducted by Ffench people, and,,while it has 
an unexcelled table, it is a little scant on 
sleeping apartments. The bedrooms of the 
hotel locked like the barracks of the 
Eleventh Infantry. There were fourteen 
beds in one room and five in another, and 
the gatherings in these rooms, as bedtime 
came on, were quite cosmopolitan in charac- 
ter, and as full of debate and excitement as 
a political convention. The nights are 
rather cool in Porto Rico, and the coverings 
on the beds entirely ineyfficient, and it was a 
favorite pastime to be the first one to bed, 
go that all the thin blankets from the beds 
of those who had not yet come in were 
‘rounded up and -used to construct a snug 
. The late comers slept under the rugs or 
anything else they could find in flitting 
nocturnal expeditions around the hotel, and

The Ohio Pleasure Party, after once more 
getting safely on land, was so delighted that 
a number of them, including all the women if 
the party, had firmly. announced that they 
would never put foot on a ship again, and 
that, although Ponce was not Dayton and 
that Porto Rico differed in many essentials 
from the Ohio Reserve, still it was dry land, 
and they declared that never again would 
they tempt the treacherous deep, but that in 
Ponce would they raise their Bbeneger, and 
there they would remain. 

Then came the story about the bandits. 
The Ohio Pleasure Party grew cold. The 
‘Porto Rico colonists held another meeting 
at once, and in a short time they were hurry- 
ing back to the port and imploring their 
‘drivers to pronto, pronto, pronto as soon 
as ‘you know how.”

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The braver hearts determined, in spite of 
the danger of the banditti, to carry out their 
original plans and make the trip overland on 
the Spanish military road, eighty miles to 
San Juan.

The military road is the greatest momu- 
ment that Spain has left in the West Indies 
as a memento of its dominion, It is as wide 
and smooth its entire distance as a park 
boulevard. It is bordered by beautiful trees 
and runs up from the sea level at Ponce over 
the mountains and down again to the sea 
level of the north coast. It winds around 
the mountains, runs through the solid rock, 
overhangs frowning precipices,. and leaps 
across bottomless gulches on light 
of steel.

Along the road every few miles are the 
yellow houses of the men who take care of | 
it. Only the travelers over the military road 
can get an adequate idea of the wonderful 
possibilities, the richness, and the majestic 
beauty that lies in the island. The mount- 
ains are rich in profuse vegetation to their 
tops. From Ponce to Coamo there are grea 
plantations of sugar cane and several big 
centrals,”’ or sugar mills. 

At Coamo are four hot springs; which have 
formed the great health resort of Porto 
Rico ever since that island was settled. The 
Spaniards were fond of the place and made 
it a military post, and always had plenty of 
soldiers there to give the place. military 
éclet. A Philadelphia syndicate has pu- 
chased the resort for $100,000 and is going 
to erect new buildings and make many im- 
provements about the place. The 
ican troops have taken the old Spanish bar- * 
racks and converted them into a station, 
where the hospital corps is preparing its

ers throughout the world. Its motto was 
and is: Litera scripta manet. Respice 
finem.’ 

It does no proselyting, advertising, puf- 
fing of members, nor pushing-of personal or 
seflish ends; So closely does it guard against 
this that members are not allowed to issue 
letters of general introduction or recom- 
mendation in the name of the society. Its 
growth has been by natural accretion,.as the 
Masonic method of inviting nobody to mem- 
bership was adopted. It issues no literature 
purely its own, no prospectuses nor general 
proclamations, but tries to avoid showiness 
in all its endeavors, which are designed 
only for the general good. It is not a busi- 
ness association for placing manuscript, — 
is it a mutual admiration society or literary 
clique: 

In the opinion of many members it is 
too conservative, and with no breach of 
entire harmony nor unkindly clashes, the 
progressive element has exerted steady 
pressure in the direction of more modern 
and aggressive measures as substitutes for 
the slower and older ways. But the con- 
servatives have been and are in a majority, 
and the ancient landmarks are maintained. 

“The last general convention met in 
August, 1898, at Buda-Pesth, and reé#lected 
all the officers then living. Since the pre- 
vious biennial meeting four have died, these 
being De Maupassant and Daudet of France, 
Jean Ingelow of England, ané Georg Ebers 
of Germany. Officers are elected at the bi- 
ennial conventions by delegates accredited 
thereto from the different sections, and the 
sections then have ninety days in which to 
confirm such. elections of reject. them, to- 
gether with any other action of the con- 
vention dealing with the membership as 
a whole. Vice Presidents are elected by the 
sections to fill vacancies caused by death 
or retirement at any time within six months 
after the convention, and are certified to
